GEN. GORDON A PRISONER’ 


CLOSELY CONFINED IN EL MAHDI’S 
CAMP. 

ATTEMPT TO RETREAT FROM KHAR-- 

TOUM FRUSTRATED—THE DELAY OF EN- 

GLISH ASSISTANCE FATAL, 

Paris, Nov. 2,—A dispatch from Cairo to 
the Morning News says: ‘“‘ The Mahdi, in the be- 
ginning of September, hearing of the advance 
of the British forces, made a supreme effort 
to reduce Khartoum, which place, at the 
end of Seytember, was surrounded by 150,000 
rebels. The supplies failing, the garrison be- 
gan to waver. A deputation of officers com- 
plained bitterly to Gen. Gordon that they 
had been deceived by a promise of Brit- 
ish assistance, and they accused him 
of aiding in the deception. The deputation also 
demanded that a retreat be made to Dongola, 
and threatened that if this action were not 
taken they would join the Mahdi. Gen. Gor- 
don thereupon consented tothe plan proposed. 
Meanwhile a panic arose and 8,000 soldiers and 
civilians deserted in a body. Two thousand 
men remained faithful, and embarked with 
Gen. Gordon. The revels were advised of 
what had occurred, and harassed the retreat 
to Shendy, where masses of rebels, provided with 
grtillery, disabled the flotilla. Only Col. 
Stewart's vessel succeeded in passing Ber- 
ber, and soon afterward it was wrecked. 
The remainder of the flotilla was 
obliged to return southward, and on reaching 
Shendy the entire force was captured. About 
Oct. 5 Gen. Gordon was sent, undera strong es- 
cort, to the Mahdi’s camp, where he is nowa 
close prisoner. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 2.—Lord Northbrook has 
arrived in London from Egypt. He did not visit 
Prime Minister Ferry while in Paris. 

The Foreign Office is still without any news in 
regard to Gen. Gordon’s capture, and the report 
is discredited. 


THE GLASGOW THEATRE PANIC. 

GuLascow, Nov. 2.—The man whose cry 
of “* Fire!’ caused a panic in the Star Theatre 
last evening has been arrested. He was drunk 
when he raised the faise alarm. Persons who 
were in the theatre at the time describe the 
scene on the staircase as terrible. The 
steps were strewn with ribbons, hats, sacks, 
and shawls. The victims were first suffocated 
and then trampled upon. The panic lasted 15 
minutes. It is a noteworthy fact that tbe author- 
ities had disapproved the means of exit, and it 
was contemplated to construct an additional 
exit from the gallery. The scenes witnessed when 
the relatives identified the dead were most affect-

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, Noy. 2.—The decision of the court 
in the Patti divorce case will be given Nov. 7. 
The court will grant a divorce on the demand of 
the Marquis de Caux. 

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain will resign his position if the 
motion in the House of Commons censuring the 
composition of the Shipping Commission is car- 
ried. 

The French Consu! at Tien Tsin, together with 
his Secretary, has gone to Shanghai, owing to 
serious disorders at the former place. 

Advices from India state that Arab disorders 
occurred at Hyderabad during the Mohurrum 
Festival. Eleven policemen were killed and many 
others wounded. The Arabs looted the police sta- 
tions and pillaged several houses. A panic was 
created in the city, and shops and houses were 
closed. Troops from Golconda restored order, 
The Council was summoned to hold a meeting, at 
which the Nizam presided. A committee of in- 
quiry was ordered by the Council. 

Maprip, Nov. 2.—Jealousy of French 
diplomacy in regard to Morocco isagain revived 
here, and the newspapers urge the Government 
to be watchful. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 2.—Turkey has 
demanded that it be allowed a representative in 
the Congo conference on the ground that the 
Sultan bas suzerainty over the territory in which 
the Congo River has its sources. 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—Prof. Schwenninger, 
Prince Bismarck’s physician, challenged Dubois 
Reymond to fignt a duel, the Professor having 
taken offense at the remarks of Reymond on his 
appointment to a chair in Berlin University. 
Reymond declined to fight.

FOURTEEN VESSELS WRECKED OR DAM- 
AGED ON LAKE ERIE. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 2.—The severe 
gales of the past two weeks have been 
very disastrous to shipping on the chain 
of lakes, no less. than 14 vessels 
having been either totally wrecked or 
badly damaged by running ashore. On last 
Wednesday a two-masted schooner was discoy- 
ered sunk at the lower end of Lake Erie, off 
Mohawk’s Reef, on the Canadian shore. Noth- 
ing but her topmasts showed above the water, 
and notrace of hercrew was tobefound. It 
was decided among vessel men that this must 
be the Lucinda Van Valkenburg, a Chicago 
schooner, bound from Buffalo to Milwaukee 
with a cargo of 555 tonsof coal. Everything 
ointed to this conclusion. The Van Valken- 
peg Secs Port Colborn on Sunday morning, Oct. 
26, having been detained there four days 
by heavy weather. She was seen that 
evening beating along the Canadian shore, but 
was not beard from after that. Another clue to 
the mystery was the finding of the dead body of 
a woman on the beach near the scene of the 
disaster. and also a yawl boat, answering 
the description of the one carried by the 
Van Valkenburg. This woman was supposed to 
be the cook of the sunken vessel. The wind 
that night was from the south, and fresh—just 
the wind to drive the yawl ashore where it was 
found. The theory advanced was that the ves- 
sel sprang a leak; that the woman was put 
into the boat, which became separated from the 
schooner, and that she died from exposure and 
fright; that the vessel then filled and foundered, 
alithe rest of her crew going down with her. 
The Van Valkenburg was owned in Chicago, by 
Thomas Hood and Capt. Henry Fulton, the latter 
sailing her himself. She was built at Tonawanda 
in 1862, rated Bl, and isinsured for $6,000in the 
Continental Company, on a valuation of $8,000. 
Her crew consisted of Capt. Fulton, his two sons, 
and three others, whose names are not known. 
The Captain’s wife was also thought to be 
aboard at the time, and the body washed ashore 

was supposed to be hers. 

There was no doubt in the minds of those who 
were informed on the subject that the sunken 
vessel was really the Van Valkenburg, but later 
developments prove that such is not the 


ease. Yesterday it was discovered that the 
schooner New Dominion, which left Cleve- 
land on the night of Oct. 25, with 


a cargo of coal for St. Catharines, Ontario, had 
not arrived at Port Colborne at the western ter- 
minus of the Welland Canal through which all 
vesseis must pass to reach Lake Ontario. She 
should have reached there Monday night at the 
latest. A tug was immediately dispatched to 
the spot where the sunken vessel lay, 
and upon investigation it was found that 
it was not the Van Valkenburg, but the 
New Dominion. This discovery created a 
rofound sensation among vessel men 
or there had neen no suspicion up to this time 
that all was not right with the New-Dominion. 
She encountered very heavy weather after 
leaving here. She was very heavily loaded, 
almost to her decks. In a heavy sea she 
would have been almost unmanageable, and, 
overwhelmed by the tremendous bodies of water 
breaking over her, against which she was in no 
condition to buffet, the ili-fated vessel went 
down, leaving not one of her crew to tell 
the story. er master, Capt. Griffiths, as 
a half owner of the schooner he sailed, and, 
anxious to secureas much freight money as pos- 
sible, loaded his vessel beyond her capacity. 
This was, beyond doubt, the cause of the disas- 
ter that overtook the New-Dominion. The lost 
schooner was a small vessel, carrying about 300 
tons, and was rated as low as Bl}. 

She was owned in 8t. Catherine, Ontario, by 
Capt. James Griffith and John J. Daley. They 
were both of them aboard the vessel. Griffith 
served as master and Daley as mate. A 
sailor named Daniel Murray and the Captain’s 
sister-in-law. who served as cook, comprised the 
rest of the crew. There can be no doubt now 
but that the crew have all lost their lives. 
Capts. Griffith and Daly were weil known 
along the lakes, having commanded a number 
of different vessels in the as 20 years. The 
former leaves a wife and family in St. Catharines, 
and the latter leaves a wife and family in Ham- 
ilton, but formerly lived in St. Catharines. The 
vessel was valued at $3,500 and was insured for 
$2,500. The whereabouts of the Van Valken- 
burg is still a mystery. There can be 
no doubt that she too has foundered with 
all on board. It may never be known where 
she went down, though the location may be 
guessed at by the wreckage washed ashore at 
some further date. 

It has now been ascertained that the woman 
whose body was washed ashore was the cook on 
the New Dominion. The Van Valkenburg carried 
aman for a steward, and the supposition that 
she was Mrs. Fulton, wife of the master, was in- 
correct, as that lady is safe at her home near Mil- 
waukee. Altogether 12 lives have been lost by 
the sinking of these two vessels.

A WATER-LOGGED SHELL GIVES GANDAUR 
A WALKOVER. 
St. Louis, Nov. 2.,—The race between 
Teemer and Gandaur, which was declared a tie 
last Sunday, was rowed over at Creve Coeur 
Lake this afternoon, and proved a serious mis- 
fortune to Teemer. The start was made at 4:32 
o’o.ock,and Gandaur,in thedseconds granted him 
unaer the terms of the race, gained a lead of 
about two lengths before Teemer started. 
Both men then laid down to their work, 
and within half a mile Teemer gained 
about a length, and from that on slow- 
ly, but steadily, crept closer to his. op- 
ponent, until, when within five lengths of the 


turning flags the boats were even. Two lengths 
further on Teemer showed half a length in ad- 
vance. Gandaur then made quick, short spurts. 
and recovered lost ground. He turned his boat at 
the flag as though it was on a pivot, and started 
for home at avery rapid pace. Teemer’s turn 
was slow and heavy, and when his shell swung 
round its bow went under water, and before he 
had fairly straightened out Gandaur was fully 
two lengths in the lead. From this point 
Gandaur gained rapidly and Teemer was 
out of therace. The latter did not stop row- 
ing, however, but dragged slowly down 
the course, and when Gandaur crossed the 
line the McKeesport boy was fully a quar- 
ter of a mile behind. When Teemer arrived 
.he announced his boat waterlogged, and he 
and Referee Gallagher immediately went to 
the boathouse of the Modoc Club, where the 
referee made a thorough examination of 
Teemer’s boat. He found two open seams in 
its bow and a good deal of water in its 
forward compartment. In consequence of this

SUPPOSED TO BE A FRAUD. 

Younaestown, Ohio, Nov. 2.—Last Sep- 
tember Charles Helb, of Cincinnati, came here, 
representing himself to be an iron broker. By a 
frequent and obtrusive exhibition of some 
money, many checks, and alleged contracts he 
led people to believe him to be wealthy and 
highly connected. He had several deals in iron 
with manufacturers here, and there are now five 
carloads of iron consigned to himin this vicini- 
ty. Over a week ago he left for Pittsburg, prom- 
ising to return inafew days. His non-appear- 
ance and continued silence created a suspicion, 
and it has just come to light that he is over $500 in 
debt in small sums in this city.. He owes hotels, 
liverymen, telegraph companies, and is consider- 
ably in arrears to the various railroads for freight. 
Yesterday the creditors levied on the loaded 
ears of iron, which are valued at $1,500. A gen- 
tleman intimate with Helb since his arrival says 
Helb is a confirmed opium eater, to which he at- 
tributes his strange action. There is something 
strange about the man, and he certainly has 
credit, for he seemed to be able to purchase 
what iron he wished. He hired a man hereata 
regular ‘salary to go with him to build cupolas 
and furnaces. He bargained for cinder pits 
from iron men here, claiming he had a process 
by which he could turn the refuse into iron 
thereby, waking large profits. Helb isapparent- 
ly 40 years old, of swarthy complexion, and 
wears a heavy dark mustache. Before leaving 
here he gave several checks and two notes, all 
of which are worthless.

MADAME PATTYS RETURN 


WELCOMED AGAIN TO AMERICA 
BY HER FRIENDS. 

GLAD TO BE BACK ALTHOUGH FOR THE 
LAST TIME—COL, MAPLESON’S -: PLANS 
FOR THE COMING OPERA SEASON. 

Mme. Adelina Patti arrived from Europe 
last evening in the Cunard steamship ‘Oregon. 

The Oregon arrived at the bar early in the after- 

noon, but was detained there several hours for 

want of water to cross, so that she did 








not arriye at Quarantine until a few 
minutes after sundown, and consequently 
was too late to come up to the city. She 


was met below the Narrows by the steamer 
Black Bird, which was bedecked with bunting 
and adorned just under the pilot house with the 
word ‘** Welcome” in huge letters stretched all 
the way across the promenade deck. The Black- 
bird went down of course to welcome Mme. 
Patti, and she had on board Col. J. H. Maple- 
son, his son, Charies Mapleson; Napoleon J. 
Haines, Sr., who is an intimate friend of the 
diva; Charles Starin, Sefior Bolasco, of Col. 
Mapleson’s company; Robert Filkins, and one 
or two other friends of Col. Mapleson and of 
Mme. Patti. Soonafter the Oregon had dropped 
her anchor off Quarantine the Black-bird ran 
alongside of her. Mme. Patti, Signor Nicolini, 
and Signor Levilly, who has succeeded Fronchi 
as Mme. Patti’s business agent, stood at the rail 
of the steamship and waved their hands and 
handkerchiefs in acknowledgment of the saluta- 
tion of Col. Mapleson and his party. 

While the Blackbird was being made fast to the 
steamship Col. Mapleson carried on an arimated 
conversation in French alternately with Mmc*, 
Patti and Signor Nicolini. Almost the first 
query made by the diva was whether the ship 
would be allowed to proceed to the city before 
morning. ““No, Madame,” answered the 
Colonel, *‘ but we are here to take you off,” 
and then he tapped affectionately on the left 
pocket of his ulster and added something in 
French that sounded something like ‘*‘ passport.” 
“T am very hungry!” shouted Nicolini in 
French. 

“All right, my boy!” answered Col. Maple- 
son. “There is a splendid dinner waiting for 
you at the Windsor.” 

When, after a good deal of backing and for- 
warding and churning of wheels and puffing of 
steam and ringing of bells and shouting of 
officers and’aeck hands a plank'was finally placed 
between the steamship and steamboat, it was 
discovered that Health Officer Smith had gone 
ashore without giving the necessary permis- 
sion for Mme. Patti and her suite to leave 
the ship. The diva was in despair, Nicolini 
was crusbed, and the imperturbable Colonel him- 
self was so taken aback that he put his right foot 
into one of the many buckets of water provided 
upon the steamer’s deck to guard against a possi- 
ble fire. He recovered himself in a moment, 
however, and cried out in French, ** We won’t be 
beaten! We will go ashore and find Dr. Smith !” 
The Black Bird was accordingly cast off and 
headed for the Quarantine dock. Assoon as the 
little boat touched the pier the Colonel, accom- 
ese es by the two Custom House officers who 
nad been placed on board the Black Bird, 
set off in a hurried search tor Dr. Smith. At the 
end of halfan hour he returned somewhat the 
worse for want of breath and exclaimed in his 
hearty way, ‘‘Ha! We are all right now! 
After toiling up hills and climbing fences and 
running the gantlet of barking dogs, we found 
Dr. Smith, a most courteous gentleman, and got 
a written permit from him to take Mme. Patti 
and her party off the ship.”’ In a few minutes the 
Black Bird was again alongside of the Oregon, 
Col. Mapleson sprang on board and disappeared 
among the passengers crowded about the ship’s 
side. Immediately, however, he reappeared 
leading Mme. Patti by the right hand and bear- 
ing inthe lefta huge bouquet of rosebuds that had 
been sent to the songstress by Vernon H. Brown, 
the agent of the Cunard Line. As soon as Mme. 
Patti had set her feet upon the Black Bird’s 
deck, the Colonel shouted in sonorous English

ship. Immediately behind Mme, Patti followed 
some one bearing her parrot, from which she 
would on no account be separated for the ry kre 
When the plank had been taken in and the lines 
were being cast off, it was discovered that Mme.

Mme. Patti, after having warmly embraced 
Mr. Haines and shaken hands with the rest of the 
party, descended to the saloon of the Blackbird, 
where she sat upona sofa between her parrot 
and her jewel case, and, after answering the 
ee concerning her baggage put to her by 
the Custom House officers, chatted pleasantly 
with her friends during the run up to the city. 
She wore a handsome sealskin dolman over a 
traveling dress of dark woolen cloth. Upon her 
head was a black velvet hat trimmed with a 
crimson wing between two birds of blackish green 
plumage. Around the rim of her hatand extend- 
ing down partly over her forehead wasa thin 
reddish veil. In her ears were two large dia- 
monds. She appeared to be in the best of health. 
She said that she was a little sick on the first day 
out, but was comparatively well and able to eat 
her meals during the rest of the voyage, although 
it was an extraordinarily rough one. She telt 
some fatigue, but unusually well for having just 
fiaished so long a sea voyage. She was pleased 
to get back to New-York, as she likes America 
and the Americans. ‘Still,” she adaed, 
“this is positively the last time I shall come 
over here, as the physical discomfort of crossing 
the ocean is too great for me to be repeatedly 
subjecting myselt toit.”. Mme. Patti said that 
her voice was in good condition, and that she 
would cheerfully make her reappearance before 
the New-York public in “ Il Barbiere di Siviglia” 
at the opening of the Academy season on next 
Monday evening. The Blackbird arrived at the 
Barge Office about 7:20 o’clock, and Mme. Patti 
entered the carriage of Mr. Haines, which was 
in waiting, and was driven atonce to the Wind- 
sor Hotel. 

The City of Berlin, which anchored off Quar- 
antine about 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
brought back to this country Col. James H.

A PRIEST DENOUNCES BLAINE. 





‘*RUM, ROMANISM, AND REBELLION” HAS A 
GOOD EFFECT IN CONNECTICUT, 

HARTFORD, Novy. 2.—The Very Rev. 
James Hughes, Vicar-General of this diocese 
and Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church in this city, is 
the most influential and esteemed Catholic cler- 
gyman in the Diocese of Connecticut. Hehas for 
27 years continuously been Pastor of St. 
Patrick’s Church. Up to the present cam- 
paign, he has never taken any part in politics, 
and never felt called upon to advise his con- 
gregation how to cast their votes. He has re- 
frained from any word of advice during the 
present Presidential campaign until this morn- 
ing. He delivered sermons at all the masses 
this morning, in which he took the 
approaching election as his text. He dwelt 
severely on bribery and corruption, and advised 
the voters of his parish to strike down any man 
who should approach them with corrupt offers 
relative to the casting of their ballots next Tues- 
day. Hefollowed with a review of the char- 
acter of the two leading candidates before the 
country for their suffrages. He denounced 
Blaine in the sharpest and severest language for 
the prostitution of his official position for cor- 
rupt purposes. He told the congregation that 
on the maintenance of honesty in public places 
and in high stations depended the salvation 
of the Government. To vote for a man 
convicted by his own testimony, and by 
letters over hisown signature, as being corrupt, 
was, the preacher said, beyond his comprehen- 
sion. He also reviewed Blaine’s religious life, 
and particularly denounced his renunciation of 
the Catholic religion. Hethen réferred to the 
Democratic candidate, Grover Cleveland. As 
Mayor of Buffalo and Governor of the State of 
New-York he had shown himself to be the very 
embodiment of honesty, which was so earnestly 
desired in our public men. A man, he said, who 
had so successfullyand honestly administered the 
affairs of a great State was the proper person to 
elect to the Presidency of the United States. He 
referred to the published scandal in reference to 
Cleveland, an in nowise mitigated the 
odium which sbould attach to it. He, 
however, advised the congregation to 
choose the lesser of two evils. Cleveland would 
secure an honest administration of the affairs of 
the Nation, while Blaine was self-convicted of 
corruption in high stations. He closed by saying 
that he felt it incumbent on him to lay before 
his congregation the records of the two men. 
He, however, told them to vote as their con- 
sciences dictated, he only drawing a distinction 
in favor of Cleveland because of the honest 
record he had made. 
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TWENTY PROBABLY KILLED. 





DETAILS OF THE POLITICAL RIOT OF SATUR- 
DAY AT NEW-IBERIA. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Nov. 2.—A New- 
Iberia special to the Times-Democratsays: ‘ Ev- 
erything is quiet since the Fausse Point trouble 
yesterday. The prisoners are still in jail, and 
will probably have a preliminary hearing 
to-morrow. A great many reports came 
in from Fausse Point’ to-day, nearly 
all different as to the number of killed and 
wounded. Coroner Manville, who came in late 


this evening, says 16 negroes and 2 white men 
were killed. He has ordered a jury, and 
will hold an inquest to-morrow. All who 
were in the fight~jwhen it began say the 
first shot came from a negro, who fired 
from his coat pocket at Joe Gilfoux. Bell and 
Gilfoux were killed instantly, and from the first 
volley. The pistols taken from their bodies 
show that they lad not fireda shot when they 
fell. They were two of Fausse Point's most re- 
spected citizens. Their friends present, consist- 
ing of six or eight men, were so infuriated that 
they went into the battle regardless of every- 
thing and fought bravely. A great many ne- 
groes stood and fought till they emptied their 
istols. The majority, however, stampeded. 

undreds of them jumped into a bayou, and 
some, being wounded, did not get out. Others 
ran, and some fell down on the way and died. 
One negro was found near by in his cabin dead, 
without a bruise on him. It is still unknown 
how many were killed, but it is certain that 16, 
and probably 20, lives were lost. Nearly all 
of those killed received their wounds from 
stray sbots. It is reported that the white Repub- 
licans present were armed with breastplates se- 
cured for the occasion. Judge Fontelieu’s 
clothing was full of bullet holes, but his skin 
was untouched. Capt. Bell was buried to-day 
at St. Martinsville, and Joe Gilfoux at Loreau- 
uville. No further trouble is expected.”

TRICKERY IN NEW-JERSEY 


DESPERATE SCHEMES OF THE 
BLAINE MEN IN THE STATE. 
FALSE BALLOTS AND TRADING TO BE RE- 
SORTED TO—A WARNING PROCLAMA- 

TION BY GOV. ABBETT, 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 2.—The opponents 
of Mr. Blaine in New-Jersey have made a vigor-° 
ous fight,and are awaiting the coming of to- 
morrow with eyes upon all the unscrupulous 
Blaine leaders who are undoubtedly scheming to 
capture a State that is honestly for Cleveland. 
The Democrats and independents feel confident 
that they will win, but they’ are anxious that 
their chances of success shall not be overcome 
by trickery or treachery. It was learned to-day 
that the Republican managers, who had fig- 
ured out with the help of the National 
Committee an Electoral vote of 200 
for Blaine, were about to make an 
attempt to secure at least two Electors from 
New-Jersey. In order to do this ballots have 
beea prepared from which the names of two 
Democrats have been dropped and for these 
have been substituted the names of two Re- 
publicans. These ballots have been sent to all 
parts of the State, and unless the most careful 
scrutiny is exercised in examining tickets it is to 
be feared that many of them may get into the 
boxes. But the Republicans are not resorting 
to this method only of forcing success from an 
unwilling State. It is learned that negroes 
have been colonized in the counties on the 
Pennsylvania border upon various pretexts and 
that they are to be brought to the 
polls. At Cape May and other points in 
Atiantic County a great many negroes are em- 
ployed during the Summer months. Most of 
them have only a temporary residence in New- 
Jersey, yet those who are returning are asserting 
that they have made their homes in the State 
and have come back to exercise their privilege 
as citizens of the State. It is understood that 
many of these men may be driven into the State, 
few of whom will be really entitled to vote, and 


nothing but the utmost vigilance on the part of 
the honest voters will defeat this attempt to 
subvert the will of the people of the State. 

The Democrats and independents have taken 
steps to guard against this sort of work by com- 
municating with thelr committeemen by tele- 
graph to arouse them to the necessity of the 
greatest watchfulness andthe promptest arrest 
of any attempt at illegal voting. So anxious are 
the Republicans to secure the Electoral vote of 
New-Jersey that they are willing to abandon all 
other candidates except the Electors, even their 
candidates for Congress, in order to win. 
The Democratic committeemen are instruct- 
ed to particularivy guard against schemes 
of this kind, and, if mecessary, to re- 
quest voters to retaliate upon Democratic 

ongressional and local candidates by cutting 
them if they are found to be trading votes to 
Blaine. Noclass of voters is more earnest in 
desiring to see an honest election than the inde- 
pendent Republicans, who are firmer and more 
determined in their opposition than at any time 
during the contest, and who will do their share 
toward making the result a true expression of 
the will of the people of New-Jersey. 

The election on Tuesday will be not only for 
Presidential Electors, bit for Congressmen, 
members of Assembly in all the Assembly dis- 
tricts in the State, State Senators in Camden, 
Essex, Monmouth, Salem, Somerset, Union, and 
Warren, and Sheriff in each of the counties. 
Six of the seven Congressmen in the State have 
been renominated by their respective parties, 
Ferrell in the First, Fiedler in the Sixth, and 
McAdoo in the Seventh by the Democrats, and 
Kean in the Third, Howey in the Fourth, and 
Phelps in the Fifth by the Republicans. 
Ferrell and Fiedler represent Republican dis- 
tricts, and the chances are againss their re- 
election. Hives, who is running against Fer- 
rell, has, however, made himself obnoxious to 
the laboring sentiment of South Jersey, and 
Ferrell may beat him. Fiedler will probably be 
beaten in the Sixth District by Lehlbach, not- 
withstanding the fact that the nomination of 
Senator Stainsby for Sheriff has brought the 
Republican ticket in Essex County into disre- 
pute that will cost it hundreds of Republican 
votes. Kean and Howey represent strong Dem- 
ocratic districts. It wasthe revolt of the peo- 
ple of his district against Miles Ross 
that gave Kean his seat in Congress. He has 
a strong and clean opponent in Judge 
Green this time, and his chance of going back is 
not flattering. There is violent opposition 
against Pidcock, the Democratic nominee in the 
Fourth District, and his success, if he is elected, 
will be due only to the overwhelming Demo- 
cratic majority in thedistrict. Phelps will no 
doubt be re-elected in the Fifth District, and 
McAdoo’s re-election in the Seventh is only a 
question of majority, though the nomination of 
ex-Congressman Brigham against him 1s an ex- 
cellent one. Both the candidates in the Second 
District are new men. The district is Republic- 
an, and the chances are very much in favar of 
Judge Buchanan, the candidate of that party. 

in the contest for State ofticers the main inter- 
est centres in the Senatorial contests. ‘The Sen- 
ators to be elected this year will figure in the 
election of a successorjto Senator Sewell, and the 
Senator is exerting himself to the utmost to carry 
the districts for the Republicans. The last Sen- 
ate stood 12 Republicans to 9 Democrats. Of 
the Senators who retire two are Democrats 
and five are Republicans, so that among the 





“holdovers” the two parties are even- 
ly balanced. Each party has seven Sen- 
ators in the list. The Democrats are 


reasonably certain of carrying Monmouth and 
Warren, which assures them nine members in 
the new Senate. The Republicans are equally 
certain to carry Camden and Salem, which would 
give them nine members in the next Senate. 
Essex County is a Republican county, but Armi- 
tage, the Democratic candidate there, has com- 
mended himself to the strong anti-monopoly 
sentiment of the county,and Mr. Fish, who is 
running against him, is handicapped also by the 
odium brought upon the Republican ticket by 
Stainsby’s nomination. Fish will, however, be 
able probably to yy through ina Presidential 
year, and the tenth Senator may be counted for 
the Republicans. The fightis narrowed down to 
Union County, where Vail, who was the railroad 
President of the last Senate, has been renom- 
inated by the Republicans, The county is 
Democratic, but the fact that Vail has twice 
carried it is accepted as an _ indication that 
he may carry it again. His opponent is 
Robert Livingston, who has never heretofore 
figured in State affairs. A strong personal 
fight is being made againt Vail, but the railroads 
hope to be strong enough to pull him through in 
spite of all opposition. Somerset is a close 
county. The Democrats frequently win and 
lose it with two candidates at the one election. 
The year that they sent Doughty to the Senate 
they were beaten on the Assembly ticket. Both 
the nominees are new men, and the result of the 
contest between them may depend upon their 
personal popularity. . 

The appointment of the Deputy Marshals by 
United States Marshal Deacon continues to ex- 
cite the Democrats of this State, and in some of 
the cities steps have been taken to watch them 
and protect citizens in the exercise of their suf- 
frages. In Newark special police will probably 
be appointed. In Jersey City and Hoboken 250 
Deputy Sheriffs are to be sworn in this morning. 
Another menace to Democratic success in the 
State is the Republican “* boodle,” which 1t is said 
is being sent into parts of the State in liberal 
quantities. 

In order to be prepared to promptly meet all 
emergencies Gov. Abbett, ex-Judge Bedle, and 
Senator McPherson will be on duty all day to- 
morrow at the State Committee rooms in Jersey 
City, where they are in telegraphic communica- 
tion with all parts of the State,and Attorney- 
General Stockton will be in readiness in this city 
to respond to'any call that may be made upon 
him for his services.

FEELING SURE OF VICTORY, 
WASHINGTON DEMOCRATS BETTING ON 
CLEVELAND’s ELECTION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—More than 2,000 
employes of the Government and a large num- 
ber of Washingtonians who have retained legal 
residences in their home States have already left 
to vote tor President on Tuesday. Enough re- 
main, however, to make the interest in the elec- 
tion evident to the most casual observer. Noth- 
ing else is talked or thought about. The polit- 
ical atmosphere here is naturally Republican, 
but there are enough Democrats here to keep 
up a healthy breeze. To-night these Democrats 
are fecling more certain of the success of Cleve- 


land than in many weeks. Their confidence has 
been steadily increasing since the reaction two 
days after the Ohio election. Last night it 
reached the point of enthusiasm, and for the 
first time they began to wager their money on 
Cleveland’s success with something like free- 
dom. Republicans supposed to have money 
were hunted up, and enough bets were made in 
small amounts to aggregate several thousand 
dollars. The immediate cause of this outbreak 
of confidence was the receipt of dispatches from 
New-York, declaring that word had come from 
Indiana; that the Hoosier State would certainly 
go Democratic. Information was also received 
which led the Democrats to claim California. 
Asarule, Republicans who could afford to risk 
anything responded promptly to the Democratic 
otters. Many Kepublicans are worried over the 
outlook, but many more have had the Blaine 
side of the story told them to the exclusion of 
everything else,and they will be astounded if 
the speckled candidate does not carry every 
———* State and at least two of the Southern 
States. 

While all the Blaine men are mourning over 
the ** Rum, Romanism, and Rebellion” ee. 
the more thoughtful Republicans are shaking 
their heads over the famous Field-Gould-Blaine 
dinner. They feel that by taking partin that 
affair Blaine has not only hurt himself political- 
ly, but that he has put the Republican Party in 
a false position for the future. Two years hence, 
they argue, the Republican Party will again 
have to appeal to the people in the Congres- 
sional elections. Among the great issues to 
be discussed the monopolies of railways and 
of public lands will be especially prominent. 
Gould, Field, Dillon, Roach, Sage, and others of 
the diners, stand to the masses as representatives 
of monopolies and stock jobbing corners in the 
most offensive sense of the terms, these thought- 
ful Republicans say, and how, they add, can the 
Revublican Party appeal to the people to give it 
control of Congress, when Blaine, as its chosen 
leader and representative, stands publicly allied 
with these Wall-street kings?

CLEVELAND'S FRIENDS CONFIDENT. 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM DOUBTFUL 
STATES RECEIVED AT ALBANY, 

ALBANY, Nov. 2.—The close of the Presi- 
dential campaign finds Gov. Cleveland and his 
friends confident of winning next Tuesday. Re- 
ports received here from the States whicn are 
considered doubtful indicate that New-York, 
New-Jersey, and Nevada will surely go Demo- 
cratic.

A FIGHT IN THE PULPIT 








THE COLORED BRETHREN OF NEW: 
ARK UP IN ARMS. 

THE REV. MR. JACKSON FIGHTS FOR HIS 
RIGHTS—TRUSTEE ALLEN HIT AND A 
SISTER WIELDS A CANE WITH EFFECT. 

NewaRkK, N. J., Nov. 2.—For some time 
there has been trouble in the Bethany Baptist 

Church, Newark, between the Pastor, the Rev. 

Mr. Jackson, and the church officers. Three 

months ago the white Baptists appointed a com- 

mittee to investigate the troubles in the congre- 
gation, the result of which was the resignation 
of the Pastor, to take effect Oct. 28, upon 
condition that his salary be paid at that 
time. On last Sunday the Pastor preached 
mornipg and evening, and the understanding 
was that this was his farewell. When the salary, 
amounting to $56, was tendered to him the fol- 
lowing day he refused to accept it, declaring 
that there was due him in addition $440, which 
he had disbursed out of his own pocket for re- 
pairs for the church. The claim was denied and 


payment refused. Mr. Jackson then said he 
would preach to-day as usual and until this 


amount was paid. 

To prevent him the church officers to-day stac 
tioned a policeman at the pulpit. 
the morning services Mr. Jackson, with four 
sympathizers, appeared in the church, where 
the officers were assembled. He was told that 
he would not be permitted to preach and that 
another Pastor, named Bailey, had been en< 
gaged and would speak, morning and 
evening. Mr. Jackson warned the new Pastor 
not to ascend the pulpit, and then proceeded t¢ 
the First Precinct Police Station with his parti 
sans. He was followed by the church officers, 


Lieut. Finnegan declined to interfere and ak 
vised the officers to lock up the church. 

The whole party left the station and proceeded 
back to the church, where Mr. Jackson suc- 
ceeded by a ruse in entering, and he and his 
eon ne took possession of the pulpit. Several

undred of the congregation were present, and 


there was much excitement. The policemen did 
not interfere. Trustee Allen, one of the church 
party, ascended the pulpit and endeavored to 
eject Mr. Jackson. One of the latter’s adherents 
tried to interfere, and was thrown violently 
from the pulpit over the seats in front. 

All the occupants of the pulpit engaged in the 
mélée. Mr. Jackson struck with his clinched 
fist at Trustee Allen, and the latter was also 
struck by Henry Gye, one of the Pastor's friends. 


A scene of great excitement ensued. The peo-/ 
ple crowded the aisles, and several women in 


sympathy with Mr. Jackson were active in as- 
serting his cause, one of them wielding a heavy 
cane and striking several blows with it.» 

Mr. Jackson, who is 70 years old, still stuck to 
the pulpit, but asxed that a way be made clear 
forhim. Nearly all the congregation were be- 
coming involved in the mélée, when Mr. Jacob 
L. Coles, a white Baptist who lives in the vicinity, 


,entered the church and endeavored to separate 


the combatants. After some difficulty he suc- 
ceeded in inducing Mr. Jackson to leave the 
church with him. No services were held, and 
the doors were locked. 

Henry Gye, who struck Trustee Allen, was ar- 
rested and held to bail. Services were held last 
evening by the new Pastor, the Rev. Mr. Bailey, 
who made no allusion to the trouble in the 
morning and nothing unusual occurred.

PORPOISE FISHING AS A BUSINESS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—The steamer 


‘John Taylor, of Cape May, which is engaged in 


the porpoise fisheries off that resort, having been 
overhauled and new boilers placed in her, goes 
on duty again to-morrow morning after a 
month’s idleness. ** The season has been fairly 
good,” said one of her crew to-day. “In some 
of our hauls we have caught from 20 to 24 por- 
poises, but theaverage has been about 5 or 6. 
After making afew more hauls the company 
will move all their nets and apparatus to 
Savannah, Ga., as at this season of the 
year the sea bass go South and the por- 
poises follow after them. They seem _ ta 
relish bass as one of their main articles of diet. 
A good porpoise is worth from $20 to $30. There 
is not much danger attached to porpoise fishing, 
but sometimes we get awfully ‘riled.’ The 
last time our net was out we sighted a school of 
porpoises coming straight toward it, and we ex- 
pected a good haul. When the leader, who was 
away shead of the rest, sighted it he madea jump 
clear out of the water and gave the alarm ta 
the others, who all scooted out to sea, and we 
didn’t catch one. Another queer thing about 
porpoises is that they will live from four to 
seven days out of water, and yetif they get en- 
tangled in the net they'll drown in five minutes.”

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A CONFERENCE OF GOVERNMENT 
AND CITY OFFICERS. 
ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR HARMONIOUS 
CO-OPERATION TO PREVENT CONFLICTS 

OF AUTHORITY. 

A conference, which lasted two hours, in 
regard to the United States election laws, 
United States Marshals, and United States Su- 
pervisors of Election was held last night in Su- 
perintendent Walling’s office at Police Headquar- 
ters. There were present Police Commissioners 
French, Mason, and Porter, Superintendent 
Walling, United States Commissioner John I. 
Davenport, United States Marshal Joel B. Er- 
hardt, United States District Attorney Ehhu 
Root, ex-Judge Henry E. Howland, District At- 
torney Peter B. Olney,and E. Ellery Anderson. 
The discussion was at notime other than ami- 
cable. but the absence of Police Commissioner 
Matthews, who was vainly sought for, was re- 
marked. The following was agreed upon: 

. . New-York, Nov. 2, 1884. 

For the purpose of securing harmonious action be- 
tween the Uniied States, on the one hand, and those of 
the ~tate and tbe City of New-York, on the other, at the 
election to be hela the City of New-York on Nov. 4, 
184, ic isagreed (hat the following rules should govern 
the action of election officers, National and state: 

Firsi—The supervisors of election are to meng 
such position, from the opening of the polls uatil the 
canvuss is completed and the proper and requisite re- 
turns ure made, whether before or behind the ballot 
boxes as wil] best enable them to see each voter, scru- 
tinize the voting, and engage in the canvass of the 
ballots; they are to challenge the votes of those whose 
legal qualification any of them may doubt, and toscru- 
tinize he manner in which the voting is done, and in 
Which the poll bovks, check lists, and tallies 
under Nat‘onal or Siate laws, are kept; to count and 
Canvass the votes polled; to see that the returns to be 
made tothe Chief Supervisor are forwarded him and 
to attach to any certificate, statement, or return any 
stuiement touching which they may desire to make 
touching the truth or fairness of the election and can- 
vuss. torthe purpose of arrest or the preservation of 
the peace the supervisors of elections, in the absence 
of the Marshal's deputies, or if required to assist such 
sopaties. have the same duties and powers as Deputy 

ar-hals, 

S:cond—The Deputy Marshals are to attend at the 
polling places to keep the peace, support and protect 
the Supervisors of Election In the discharge of their 
duties, preserve order at such places, and prevent 
fraudulent voting thereat, and immediately at said 
polling places or elsewhere, either before or after vot- 
ing, to arrest and take into custody, with or without 
process, any person who unlawfully votes or attempts 
or offers 50 to do, or who commits any offense against 
the laws of the United States, provided the oftlense be 
committed in the presence either of the Marshal 
or any general or specia! deputies or any Supervisor of 
Elections, but no arrest shall be made on election day 
for any offense committed on any day of registration 
without process. If a Deputy Marsha) is forcibly re- 
sisted in the execution of bis duty, orif by violence, 
threats, or menaces he shall be prevented from execut- 
ing the same or from making any authorized arrest of 
any person for an offense committed in his presence, 
he is empowered to summon and call to hisaid the 
bystanders or posse comitatus of his district. 

Third—T be Inspectors of Election have the right to 
challenge voters, and shali have charge of the ballot 
boxes, receive the ballots, and place them in their re- 
spective boxes. They are the judges of the qualifica- 
tions of the voters; they shal) administer all oaths and 
conduct al! examinations required by law, and per- 
form all duties relating tothe conduct of the election 
and the canvass of the votes and the keeping 
and making of the statements, returns. and tallies 
required by law. They shall also see that the watchers 
gre permitted to occupy such positions as will enable 
them to.watch the voting and the canvass, and the 
making the returns, and that the ballot boxes be 
kept within the sight of such watchers, and if request- 
ed during the canvass of the votes they shall exhibit to 
them fully open any or al! ballots cast at such election. 

Fourth—The duties of the police are Lo keep the peace 
and preserve order at the polling places, and to arrest 
persons violating the national or State laws. The po- 
lice must aid and assist the United states Supervisors 
of Blection and Deputy Marshals when such officers 
require such aid and assistance, and when they are act- 
ing within the line of their official authority, and both 
meng! and Marshals are bound to act in harmony to 

eep the peace and preserve order. 

Fifth—In the matter of the arrest of persons, officers, 
or otherwise. 

I. If the arrest be made by a police officer and the 

rson arrested be other than a United States officer 
“4 ane be taken before the nearest police magistrate 
sitting. 

IL. tt the arrest of any person be made by a United 
States officer he shall be taken before a United States 
Commissioner. 

Ill. If the offense charged be solely a violation of 
the State law, the prisoner shal] be remanded by the 
Commissioner to a police magistrate. 

IV. If the person arrested bea United States officer 
he should be taken beforea United States Commis- 
sioner, and the laws of the United States relative to 
the arrest of United States officers are as follows: 

SECTION 5,522.—Every person, whether with or with- 
out any authority, or process, or pretended authority, 
power, or process, of any State, Territory, or munici- 
pality, who obstructs. hinders, assaults, or by bribery, 
Solicitation, or otherwise, interferes with or pre- 
vents the Supervisors of Evection, or either of 
them, or the Marshal or his general or special Depu- 
ties, or either df them, itn the performance of 
any duty required of them, or either of them, or 
which he or they, or either of them, may be authorized 
to perform by any law ot the United States, in the exe- 
cution Ee peosens or otherwise, or who by any of the 
means before mentioned hinders or prevents the free 
attendance and presence at such places of regis- 
tration or at such pools of election, or full 
and free access and egress to and from any such 
place of registration or poll of election, or in going to 
and from any such place of registration or poll of 
election, or to and from any room where any such 
registration or election or canvass of votes, or of 
making any returns or certificates thereo*, may be 
had, or who molests, interferes with, removes or 
ee from any such place of registration or poll of 
election, or of eo votes cast thereat, or 
of making returns or certificates thereof, any Super- 
visor of Election, the Marshal, or his general or spe- 
cial deputies, or either of them; or who threatens or 
attempts or offers so to do, or refuses or neglects t4 
aid and assist any Supervisor of Election, or the 
Marshal or his general or special deputies, or either 
of them, the performance of his or their 
duties, when required by him or them, or either of 
them, to give such aid and assistance, shall be liable to 
instant arrest without process, and shall be punished 
by imprisonment not more than two years, or by a fine 
of noc more than $3,000, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, and shal) pay the costs of the prosecution. 

Sizth.—No Sapervisor or Marshal, Inspector, Poll 
Clerk, or police officer should at any time on the day of 
election have anything to do with the furnishing of 
Voters with ballots, the bringing out or the solicitation 
of voters, the care of the booths, nor should he engage 
in any work of the kind known as electioneering. 

Seventh.—The United Staves Deputy Marshals and 
the members of the police force are to co-operate in 

ood faith in preserving order and preventing fraudu- 
ent voting and fraudulent counting of the votes cast, 
and tn giving full effect to the above expressed under- 
standing. 

Eighth.—if any Supervisor of Election, Inspector, or 
Poll Clerk or any Deputy Marshal or police officer shall 
failto carry out in good faith the above understand- 
ing, it is requested that eny person cognizant of such 
failure make immediate report thereof to the Chief 
Supervisor of Elections, if the offender is a United 
States officer, ana to the Police Department,if the 
offender is a State officer.

THE ENCOURAGING ADVICES RECEIVED AT 
THE NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS. 

Advices of the most cheering nature 
were received from various parts of the country 
by the Democratic National Committee yester- 
day. Mr. F. Tarpey, Chairman of the California 
State Democratic Committee, telegraphea from 
Oakland as follows: ** The Democratic parade in 
San Francisco last night was the greatest politi- 
cal demonstration ever witnessed in the State. 
The houses were illuminated and the streets 
ablaze with torches, fireworks, and transparen- 
cies.

Upon these and similar dispatches and upon 
private advices from men ina position to inter- 
pret the situation the National Committee as- 
serts absolute confidence in the eiection of 
Cleveland and Hendricks. “There is not a 
shadow of doubt,” said Senator Gorman yester- 
day, “that Cleveland will carry New-York, New- 
Jersey, Connecticut, and Indiana. We_ believe 
that he will also carry three other Northern 
States, besides, of course, every one in the 
South.

PALL RIVER TRADE DULL| 


WORKMENSUFFERING UNDER THE 
PROTECTIVE SYSTEM. 

WHAT THE STAGNATION IN THE PRINT 
CLOTH MARKET HAS COST—THE EFFECT 
POLITICALLY—THE BRAYTON FAMILY. 

FALL RiveEr, Mass., Nov. 2.—The Border 
City is now passing through a crisis almost as 
severe as any in its history. The depression in 
the cotton trade means a Winter of suffering 
among the operatives, of scant dividends to 
stoc«cholders in mills, and dull business to trades- 
men and shopkeepers of all kinds. The print 
cloth manufacture is the very soul and lifeblood 
of the city. A dull season in the print cioth 
market means stagnation in every branch of 
business in the city. In this respect Fall River 
differs materially from the other great manu- 
facturing cities of the country. Of its popula- 
tion of 54,000, more than 20,000 are employed 
as operatives in the 654 print cloth mills, 
and of the remainder of its population four- 
fifths are directly dependent upon the mills for 
support. . Soa strike, a shutdown, or a reduction 
in wages affects not only the operatives them- 
selves, but all except a small fractional part of 
the population, and comes with special force 
upon the business men who are dependent upon 
the operatives for their trade. The present sea- 
son has been an unusually hard one. Since the 
ist of January last the cutdown and the strike, 
costly alike to operatives and manufacturers, 
and the three weeks of stoppage during the 
past three months have cost the city over 
$750,000. That is to say, that amount of money 
has been taken directly out of the total amount 
which would have been in circulation in the city 
during these 10 months had business continued 
as it did last year. This sum is about equal toa 
direct tax of $15 upon every man, woman, and 
child in the city. These are startling figures, 
and when they are carefully considered the de- 


pression, the general air of gloom which hangs 
over this usually busy city, is not to be won- 
dered at. Tie loss falls upon the store- 
keepers, who feel keenly the loss of busi- 
ness, and from all sidés come complaints of dnll 
trade. During the shutdown last week the 
operators conducted themselves in an orderly 
mannex, and there was none of the disturbance 
that one would reasonably expect to findina 
cosmopolitan city where 10,000 people were sud- 
denly thrown idle for a week. Though the mills 
have started up again, the outlook is not a 
very cheerful one, as there is no sign of an im- 
mediate improvement in the print cloth market, 
and another shutdown is an unpleasant proba- 
bility of the near future. The greater number 
of the mills are loaded with heavy debts, 
and could not to-day pay what they owe and 
wind up their business without loss to their 
stockholders. They are obliged to borrow 
money on their quick assets to conduct their 
business, and with the rate of interest going up 
and print cloths at 3% cents, the lot of the aver- 
age Fal] River manufacturer isa hard one. The 
great need of Fall River isa diversity of indus- 
tries, and that is the only remedy which will 
prevent the general depression of business when- 
ever the cloth market is glutted. The conduct 
of the manufacturing business in Fall River dur- 
ing the past two years, which has resulted in the 

resent giut in the market, is severely denounced 

y operatives, business men, and by many of 
the manufacturers themselves. The control of 
the cotton manufacture in Fall River is practi- 
cally in the hands of a few rich men whose num- 
ber can be counted op the fingers of one hand. 
They are wealthy capitalists whose mills are out 
of debt, who in two cases at least got control of 
large mills fora sum less than one-half their 
actual value after the great crash in 1878, men 
who are not obliged to borrow money and who 
are therefore able to run their mills in dull 
times and carry a big stock of cloth. 
These men it was who, when the younger 
and more progressive members of the Board of 
Trade urged the necessity of a shutdown two 
years ago in order to prevent a glut in the mar- 
ket, haughtily said that “‘cotton mills were 
made to run,” and run they should and did. For 
two years the most level-headed of our manu- 
facturers had urged a shutdown during the 
Summer months, foreseeing clearly the glut in 
the market which was sure to come. The 
operatives looked at the situation in 
the same light, and for two _ years 
Secretry Howard hammered away at the 
Board of Trade urging a shutdown during hot 
weather, but without avail. The men who con- 
trolled the mills would not agree to any curtail- 
ment of production. The result of this mistak- 
en policy was a sudden piling up of goods, caus- 
ing the reduction in wages last Spring, the con- 
sequent strike,and the shutdowns since then. 
The mistaken course of a few men has brought 
upon Fall River ail the trouble and suffering of 
the present year, and has in round figures cost 
the city over three-quarters of a million. 

The present situation will have some influence 
upon the election in this city. Most of the En- 
giish operatives, who forma large part of the 
operative population, have been in times past 
pronounced protectionists. Now, however, they 
find themselves, they say, in worse condition 
than they would be in free trade England. In- 
deed since the strike many of the operatives 
have gone back to England, preferring to take 
the coances in the oldland. “If wearetostarve," 
said one, ‘‘we might as well starve at home.” 
They find that the very thing that had 
been preached every year as the inevitable 
result of free trade was now an unpleasant re- 
ality under protection. They feel that they 
could not be any worse off under free trade, and 
they are willing to try the experiment of a 
change. So the argument of “protection to 
American labor’ and the maintenance of the 
‘“busy hives of industry” fall upon dull ears with 
the busy hives of industry in idleness and the 
protected American laborer trying to figure up 
how he can buy coal and food and clothing with 
his wages cut down and the mills running short 
time or not running at all. 

The curse of Fall River has always been mo- 
nopoly. The site upon which the main part of the 
city now stands was owned originally by a few 
families, notably the Durfees and Bordens. With 
the increase of manufacturing the owners of the 
land suddenly became rich and with the desire 
of keeping the rich plum to themselves dis- 
couraged the entrance of foreign capital and the 
building up of rivai industries. So the cotton 
monopoly in Fall River was begun and has been 
maintained with but one or two exceptions 
until the present day. But the Bordens and the 
Durfees no longer contro! Fall River. The busi- 
ness interests of the city are now Controlled by 
what is known asthe Brayton family, and the 
story of how their wealth was acquired is an in- 
teresting one, and somewhat romantic as well. 
The financial head of the Brayton family is Mrs. 
Mary B. Young, whose property is estimated at 
from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000. Old Major Durfee 
was a widower when he married Mary Brayton. 
He was in the prime of life, was a large manu- 
facturer and property holder, and was consid- 
ered a wealthy man for those days, although 
his estate was worth but asmall part of the vast 
sum which it has now reached by the accumula- 
tion. The Major was full of manly vigor, and 
the years of his widowhood bore heavily upon 
him. It was not long, therefore, before he be- 
gan to cast his eye around for a second partner, 
and of all the fair lasses in the town at that day 
the one who most attracted his fancy was a 
buxom lass who aang in the choir of the Episco- 
pal church. The Major feil desperately in love 
with the fair singer. Notan extremely niousman 
by any means, he became a regular attendant 
at the Episcopal church, and it was evi- 
dent that the soprano bad more attractions for 
him than the sermon or service. So marked were 
his attentions that the gossips soon had a match 
arranged between the Major and vhe soprano. 
It may be remarked in passing that nuwhere in 
New-England does the gossip tlourish more than 
in this same city of Fall River to-day. It is one 
of the old village customs which the cosmopol- 
itan growth of the city bas not smothered out of 
existence, and it flourishes to-day with its pris- 
tine vigor and more than its pristine venom. But 
in Major Durfee’s case the gossips, as gossips often 
are, were wrong. The Major did indeed propose, 
but he was rejected. He took a trip to Europe 
to soothe his disappointment and attend to some 
business matters, and during his visit to 
England, being a lover of blooded stock, be pur- 
chased a handsome Devonshire bull, and brought 
his prize across the Atlantic with him. When he 
sought a suitable place for pasturage for the 
animal his attention was directed to the Brayton 
farm cross the river. Vhe Braytons were at 
that time farmers in comfortable circumstances, 
but only moderately well off even for those days. 
When Major Durfee visited the farmhouse 
Mary Brayton, at that time a teacher in a pub- 
lic school, was at home ona visit. The Major 
saw her and immediately fell in love with her. 
The pasture for the bull was arranged, and the 
Major made frequent trips across the ferry to 
the Brayton farm ostensibly to see how that bull 
was getting along, but he always went to the 
farmhouse, and he spent more time in company 
with Miss Brayton than he did in fnspection of 
the stock farm. His wooing prospered, and so 
it came about that Major Durfee and Mary 
Brayton were married, and the fortune 
of the Brayton family was made, for 
Major Durfee lived buta few years. His widow 
married again, but her second husband also died 
a few years after their marriage, and Mrs, Youn 
has since remained a widow. er son also died, 
andthe management of her vast and growing 

roperty passed into the hands of her 
Cretheek, by whom it is now conducted, 
and all of whom enjoy comfortable for- 
tunes. So such an wunromantic§ incident 
as the pasturage of an imported Devon- 
shire bull brought about an important marriage, 
made the fortunes of a family and had a great 
influence upon the destiny of acity by fixing the 
control of a property which to-da employs 
nearly 10,000 operatives. And a maiden’s ** No” 
kept the fortune from anpther family and the 
business from the controPof other, and,perhaps, 
better hands. Did the fair singer ever regret her 
decision? Perhaps. But, like the Major, she, 
too, is dead. She married the man of her heart, 
apromising young fellow, who turned out a 
=, She gota divorce from him and married 
again. 

No name has been more frequently mentioned 
in connection with the labor troubles of the ane 
two years (with the oa exception of Robert 
Howard) than that of the Braytons. Mrs, 
Young, who is really the owner of the bulk of 
the fortune, is a modest, eon | old aay, 
who lives a quiet, in fact, almost solitary hfe in 
the old Durfee homestead in the centre of the 





city. She is as generous as she is unassuming, 
rf Shouse she avoids notoriety of any kind an 
is as quiet as she is liberal in her charities, 
her kindly nature is well known. Her public 
gift to the clty of Fall River of a splendid high 
school building, now in course of construction. 
a gift worth over 000, will long be remem- 
bered by the people of the Border City. But the 
prayvon name, owing to th ment of her 
brothers, will be long remembered zie opera- 
tives, though not perhaps with such kindly feel- 
ings as that of the modest littie lady who enjoys 
the distinction of being the richest in the city. 


TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 





WORK AND PLANS OF GEN. SHARPE’S SOUTH 
AMERICAN COMMISSION, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The commission 
appointed at the last session of Congress to visit 
Mexico and the countries of Central and South 
America in the interest of the commerce of the 
United States expect to leave New-York on the 
10th inst. for the city of Mexico. Thence they 
will go to San Francisco, where the business men 
of that city will be heard on the trade with the 
southern countries, The commission will then 
go to Guatemala, thence to San Salvador, thence 
to Honduras, thence to Nicaragua, thence to 
Costa Rica, thence across the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma to Venezuela, thence to the United States 
of Colombia, thence to Ecuador, thence to Boli- 
via, Peru, and Chili, thenze across the Andes to 
Mendoza, thence to the ports of the Argentine 
Republic, and thence home by way of the Bra- 
zilian ports. In the different countries visited 
business men and-Government ofticials will be 
called upon to express their views relative to the 
improvement of trade with the United States 
and the advisability of adopting treaties similar 
to the late Mexican treaty. For several weeks 
the members of the commission have been get- 
ting the views of business men in Eastern cities 
as to the improvement of the Southern trade. 
New-York, Boston, and Philadelphia business 
men favored the granting of subsidies. <A 
portion of the business men of Baltimore 
agreed with them, while the remainder, who own 
sailing vessels plying between Baltimore and 
Southern ports, expressed themselves satisfied 
with the present condition of affairs. Those 
who favored subsidies em™hasized their opinions 
7 showing that not asingle United States vessel 
visited some of the more important South Amer- 
ican ports. From the Argentine Republic 1 
vessels sail to England and none to this country. 
More direct and more frequent mail communi- 
cation was also shown to be very desirable, inas- 
much as it is now necessary in some instances 
to communicate with South America by way of 
Liverpool. Among other suggestions made to the 
commission by the business men who appeared 
before it, were several looking to improvements 
in banking facilities and the customs service. 
High duties now make it impossible in many 
cases for merchants and manufacturers of the 
United States to introduce their goods into 
Southern markets, petroleum, for example, being 
subjected in some South American States 
to a duty of more than 500 per cent. 
Southern customs officers also ring no 
little trouble upon United States shippers 
by poumeeey pepanding every mistake 
of the latter as an_ intentional fraud. 
Perhaps the most important recommendation, 
however, that was made to the commission relat- 
ed to improvement of the United States Consu- 
lar service. It was asserted that England had in 
every Southern city of any importance a capa- 
ble and efficient representative, whose duty it 
was to make frequent commercial reports to the 
home Government. These representatives were 
men of ability, and the salaries attached to Con- 
sular positions were such as to attract men of 
ability to them. United States Consuls,on the 
other hand, were, it was maintained, insufficient- 
ly paid, and were not uv. therefore, in character 
and efficiency to the hiyhest standard. 





STIFLED BY THE SMOKE. 


ONE DEATH FROM A TENEMENT-HOUSE FIRE 
AND ANOTHER PROBABLE, 

Recently a pane of glass in a rear win- 
dow of Adolph Cruger’s bakery, No. 79 Crosby- 
street, was broken, and he pasted a piece of pa- 
per over the opening. At 6:45 o’clock last night 
the paper was on fire, and it is supposed that a 
mischievous boy puta match to it. The house 
is a frame one three stories high, and when 
Cruger, who was making bread in the basement, 
ran up stairs with his hands covered with 
dough, the window casing was on fire, 
and in a few seconds the rear of the 
house was burning hke tinder. Officers O’Sulli- 
van and Foley, of the Fourteenth Precinct, and 
John P. Schlessin, of No. 81 Crosby-street, were 
at the place almost immediately and tried to 
save the inmates, who were in a measure cut 
off from escape. Cruger’s children—Maggie, aged 
13, and Frederick, aged 10—were carried out by 
Foley. On the second floor Christian Abel, a 
roofer, his wife, and their children were rescued 
unharmed. ‘ 

On the third floor was an old Indian nurse, Ida 
Jones, who takes care of children of unfortu- 
nate women andruns a sort of a small baby 
farm. Sbe had with her a boy, Walter key iy 

ears old, and a’baby 1] months old, called Lily. 

hey were unable to escape, and the officers and 
Schlessin tried vainly to reach them. At last 
Assistant Foreman McNamara, of Engine 
Company No. , got to the landing on 
the third floor and burst in the door 
of Ida Jones's apartment. She and the 
children were insensible from inhaling smoke, 
and were taken to St. Vincent’s Hospital, where 
the baby died. At midnight the boy was well, 
but the woman was ina critical condition. The 
fire drove the inmates of No. 81 Crosby-street to 
the street, but no damage was donethere. The 
loss at No. 79 Crosby-street is about $1,000, and 
Cruger’s share of it is covered by insurance. 





CRUISERS FOR GREECE. 
From the London Times, Oct. 22. 

Asa step in the execution of a carefully 
thought out plan of M. Tricoupis for raising 
Greece to a more assured position among the 
maritime powers of Europe, the launch of the 
Alpheos at Blackwall yesterday from the dock- 
yard of the Thames Ironworks and Shipbuilding 
Company isanevent of interest. At the same 
yard three smaller boats for dutyin the bays 
and harbors of Greece have been built to the 


order of the Hellenic Government, and have 
been sent out to form the third line in the coast 
defensive service. The Alpheos ig one of four 
small cruisers which will rank in the second line 
of vessels intended to serve the double purposes 
of training sailors for the larger armaments of 
the navy that are already projected, and of +" 
viding for the detense of the seaboard. It is 
with a view particularly to the fulfillment of the 
first of these functions that, although having 
engines designed to give her aspeed of 10 knots, 
the Alpheos will be rigged to spread a large ex- 
tent of canvas, while the use of steam. except 
on special occasions, will be prohibited as detri- 
mental to the development of the qualities in 
officers and men which constitute seamanship. 
To improve her sailing powers the screw propel- 
ler is made to feather, and other provision is 
taken to increase her speed when under sail. 
With a displacement of 421 tons, the dimensions of 
the Alpheos are: Length between verpendicu- 
lars, 132 feet: extreme breadth, 25 feet, and 
depth, to the top of the keel, 14 feet 6 inches, 
The launch was successfully effected, Mrs. S. 
Ralli performing the ceremony of naming the 
ship, and according to custom causing a bottle 
of wine to break against the bows as the vessel 
left the ways and glided swiftly and quietly into 
the water. The ne to be placed in the Al- 
pheos are of 400 horse power indicated. Her 
armament will consist of two 9.6 centimétre 
Krupp guns mounted on Vavasseur car- 
riages, and she will also carry’ three 
5-barrel Nordenfeldt guns. After the launch 
the visitors were conducted through the works, 
where they saw a huge crankshaft being made 
for a steamship of the Monarch Line, the white- 
hot iron mass taking shape under the blows of a 
Nasmyth steam hammer as readily as a horse- 
shoe ona blacksmith's anvil. In another de- 
partment great bars of iron wererun through 
powerful rolling mills and made into angle irons 
to be used in the construction of the new Black- 
friars railway bridge. on which about 800 tons of 
iron will in a month have been putinto position. 
Lastly, the visitors had an opportunity of exam- 
ining the method and construction of an iron- 
clad of the first cluss, her Majesty's ship Benbow, 
one of the Jargest of the * Admiral” type, and 
intended to carry the two heaviest guns yet 
atioat in our navy—namely, a 110-ton gunin each 
barbette.

OBITUARY. 


AUGUSTE VAUCORBEIL. 

M. Auguste Emanuel Vaucorbeil, Di- 
rector of the Grand Opera House, Paris, died 
yesterday. He wasa native of Rouen, where he 
was born in December, 1821. His father was the 
once famous comedian of the Paris Gymnase, 
who played there for many years under the 
name of Ferville. He had always been mixed up 
with musical affairs,and when a boy entered the 


mang emg where be wasa pupil of Cherubini. 
When but 17 years old he won the prize 
for Solfeggio. He later studied harmony with 
Dourlen and composition under the direction of 
Carafa. He for some time occupied an assistant 
professorship in the Conservatory, but aban- 
doned it in orderto devote his timee tirely to 
composition. He published a number of songs 
and a number of symphonies, quartets, an 
trios, these including a number of works ‘es- 
pecially fitted for ‘‘chamber concerts.” In 
April. 1863, his ** Bataille d'Amour,” alight opera 
in three acts, the libretto for which was 
written by MM. Victorein  Sardou and 
Karl Doclin. In March, 1870, the lyric scene, 
‘la Morte de Diane,“ which added greatly to 
his reputation as a composer, was produced, 
Mile. Krauss interpreting the goddess. The 
work was so successful as to_be added to the 
répertoire of the Société des Concerts. He at- 
tempted the composition of one grand opera, 
“Mahomet,” based upon the poem of Henri de 
Sacretelle. but the opera was never produced. 

M. Vaucorbeil's administrative labors began in 
1872 as Government Commissioner of the sub- 
tidized theatres, and six years later was given 
the title of Inspector-General of the Fine Arts. 
He was selected as Director of the Opera to 
succeed M. Halanzier in May, 1879, for a term 
of seven years, beginning his duties in the fol- 
lowing November. He entered actively and 
enthusiastically upon his duties and gave per- 
sonal attention to the work of principals, 
orchestra, and chorus, gaining a reputation 
as a careful, painstaking, and progressive man- 
ager. Under his direction many changes were 
made in the Opera House, The first yrs opera 
roduced under his management at the Onera 

ouse was Verdi's * Aida,” the first representa- 
tions being directed by Verdi himselt. He was for 
several years President of the Society of Musical 
Composers and received the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor. His wife was a singer of some 
repute— Mlle. Sternberg.

ISAAC HONIG. 

Funeral services were held over the body 
of the late Isaac Honig yesterday morning at the 
residence of his brother, Henry Honig, at No. 
128 West Forty-eighth-street, and the remains 
were interred in Salem Fields Cemetery, on Long 
Island. Mr. Honig died on Thursday last at the 
Belvidere House after a painful illness of nearly 
three months. He was one of the best known 


dealers in rea] estate in this city, and his charities, 
both public and private, endeared him to a large 
number of persons outside the circle of his busi- 
ness acquaintances. He was in his fifty-seventh 
year, having been born at Mayence, on 
the Rhine, Aprif 10, 1828. He came _ to 
this couvtry in 1850, and after a pros- 
perous mercantile career of 15 years in this 
city, retired to Frankfort, Germany, in 1865. He 
remained in his native land but one year, how- 
ever, when his business energy again drove him 
across the Atlantic,and in the latter part of 
1866 he opened an office in this city as areal 
estate agent, and continued in this business un- 
til his death. He wasa Director of the Real 
Estate Exchange and Auction Room, (limited,) 
and a prominent member of the Liederkranz 
Society. Mr. Honig was a patron of the He- 
brew Benevolent and Orpban Asylum Society, 
and of the Mount Sinai Hospital, to both of 
which he contributed liberally during his life.

A REMARKABLE MIRAGE, 
From the Los Angeles (Cal.) Herald, Oct. 23. 
Just before the rain of Sunday, Oct. 12, 
when the clouds hung low on the Sierra Madre, 
and the air was heavily charged with vapor, 
there was a rare sight in Crescent, Cafiada. The 
Sierras were hidden from view and the upper

DATING PURCHASES AHEADIN CANADA 
From the Toronto Monetary Times, Oct. 81.

There is, and has been for months, an overstock, 
which it is impossible to reduce while the pro- 
ductive capacity of the looms still running is

Concurrent with this over- 
stock comes an effort to get rid of it by means of 
extra terms of creditand dating purchases ahead, 
which is, to use the words of wholesale dealers, 
“demoralizing the whole market.” We hear 
of a house in Montreal—we were told asimiiar 
story of a Toronto house last week—which sells 
domestic cotton to the retail trade in October, 
giving three months from Ist April following, 
that is, eight months’ time. This is an absurd 
and dangerous forcing of credit, and we are sur- 

rised that Canadian banks discount such paper, 

t seems, indeed, as if the gop | of such an 
evil as dating ahead lies with the banks, in the 
last resort. The conclusion 1s not unreasonable, 
besides, that if our banks desire to cure the state 
of things in the domestic cotton manufacture 
which necessitates this dating ahead, they have 
the power to doso by refusing accommodation 
to mills or their agents who continue to make 
goods in oxcess of the market.

A brutal assault, which will probably 
result in a murder, was committed yesterday at 
No, 44 Spencer-street, Brooklyn, by Mrs. Kate 
Moore, a desperate and drunken virago, and her 
two sons, John and George, upon Peter Hopper, 
who lives in the same house. That part 
of Spencer-street is known as Jackson Hol- 
low, and is infested by a set of desperate 
roughs. It is one of the streets branching off 
from Jackson-avenue which 1s overrun by what 
is known as the Navy Gang, that prowl along 
Flushing-avenue and adjacent streets, and fre- 
quently knock down and rob belated pedes- 
trians who refuse to pay them blackmail for 
beer. Members of this gang have been known 
to run after late cars and snatoh the hats from 
the heads of passengers who stand on the rear 
platform. 

Mrs. Moore isa thick-set, muscular woman, 42 
years of age, witha face rendered ugly and re- 
pulsive by dissipation and fighting. Her nose 
seems to be knocked out of shape, and this dis- 
figurement, the neighbors say, resulted from one 
of the numerous drunken brawls in which she 
has been cngaged. Hopper is about 40 years of 
age, and is a tinsmith by trade, Although a 
hardworking man he has the reputation of being 
hot tempered, and occasionally indulging in a 
Saturday night spree. A little over three 
weeks ago the two had a quarrel, and 
Hopper is said to have called her hard 
names. She picked up a_ brick and 
threw itat bis head, cutting a long and deep 
gash in his scalp. Subsequently she had him ar- 
rested ona charge of insulting and assaulting 
her, and he was sentenced to 20 days’ imprison- 
ment, He had recently been set at liberty, and 
the old quarrels between him and Mrs. Moore 
were renewed. A little after widtey yesterday 
he was in the rear room washing, and she was in 
the yard. She looke’ in at the window and be- 
gan to abuse him, and he retorted in language 
equally complimentary. ** Ill call my son George, 
and he'll give you a laying out," she cried. 

“Go to ——! yourson is no man, and [ don’t 
bein rol have anything to do with him,” Hopper 


repli 

Fast cat that] moment her son John 
into the yard. Mra. Moore ran to a pile of 3 
picked up several, and hurled one through the 
window at Hopper. It crashed through the 
giass and struck him in the knee, Another brick 
struck him on the head and knocked him down. 
John ran up with more bricks, and then his 
mother burst the door open, rushed in, and she 
and her son threw eight or ten more bricks at 
the prostrate man. e neighbors rushed to the 
rescue, and succeeded, partly by force, partly 
by persuasion, in dragging them away. 

*““You say my son George ain't a man, you 

——! I'll soon show you whether he is a 
man or not. I'll send for him, and he'll teach 
you a lesson,” she screamed and went out. The 
neighbors helped the wounded man to his feet 
and led him into the front room, where they 
laid him onthe floor. There were three or four 
deep gashes in the skull and bruises about the 
body, and a young woman placed a pillow under 
bis head. @ complained of violent pains 
in the head, moved uneasily from_ side 
to side, and then began to talk in 
ano incoberent manner. Mrs. Moore's 
son George is said to live in Clymer-street, and 
isatruckman. She kept her word, forin about 
a quarter of an hour she returned with George, 
and they forced an entrance into the room in 
which Hopper was lying and commenced belabor- 
ing him withthe furniture. Mrs, Moore became 
a devil incarnate, She seized a cbuir and struck 
him blow aiter blow on the head until the chair 

roke in ber hands. “Ili kill you before 1 get 
through wid you!” she yelled, as she danced 
round the now almost unconscious man. 

“For God's sake, stop!” cried the young 
woman, who bad placed the p llow under Hop- 
per’s head, “have you no feeling? See, heis al- 
ready nearly dead,” 

Mrs. Moore desisted, but George’s blood was 
up, and he swore be would kill Hopper. He 
rushed out into the yard, where he picked up a 
stick with three iron prongs and attempted to 
thrust it into Moore’s body. Even his 
mother became frightened at what she had 
done, and she threw herself upon her 
son and disarmed him. The olice 
of the Thirteenth Precinct were notified, and 
they took the wounded man to the station, from 
where he was conveyed to St. Catherine's Hos- 
pital. Here it was found that the base of his 
skull was fractured,and very little hope is en- 
tertained of his recovery. The Coroner was 
summoned to take his ante-mortem statement. 
Mrs. Moore and her son George were arrested 
after a desperate resistance on their part and 
were locked up. She acted ina violent manner 
in the station house, and threatened the police 
with vengeance by herself and her friends. Later 
in the day the pohce arrested her son John also, 
and ali three were locked up. 





APART FROM POLITICS. 


MGR. CAPEL’S ADDRESS ON THE POSITION OF 
CATHOLIO CLERGYMEN. 

“The Catholic Church and Political 
Life’’ was the subject chosen by Mgr. Capel, at 
the Cathedral, last evening, The reverend gen- 
tleman showed that the Catholic Church, by the 
doctrine she preached of obedience to those in 
power, was a living model of duty. Nowhere 
in the world was there a more open field for her 
than in the United States. The question of form 
of government rested exclusively with the 
Nation. and not with the church. The church 


merely said: * Remember that when you have 
decided upon your form of government God 
gives His power to your rule.” 

** Look at the delicacy of the Catholic Church,” 
said Mgr. Capel. ‘During this political cam- 
paigen every man of the church has stood apart 
from it, There has been no one exercising power 
who bas pushed himself forward into politics. 
The Catholic minister knows that men in his con- 
gregation may belong to any political party, 
but he remembers that he is their Pastor. Every 
Bishop knows that within his diocese there may 
be men of either side, and while he bas the right 
as a citizen to cast his vote, because he is Bishop 
he has no right to propound his views on the 
subject. The ministers of the Catholic Church 
never prostitute their power to one party or to 
another. It will be the glory of this campaign, 
and it will be remembered to the glory of the 
Catholic Church, that she stood apart and 
with dignity written on her brow witnessed the 
agitation without interfering in it. She is there 
to support authority. She is there to give a 
sacredness to obdience.” 

Mgr. Capel said that the Catholics of America 
belonged mostly to the laboring classes. * Your 
public schools are destroying the dignity and 
sacredness of labor. How many of your public 
schoolgirls will become cooks or nursemaids? 
How many of — schoolboys on whom so much 
money has en spent will become skilled 
laborers? The Catholic Church has taught that 
labor ts honorable. Your public schoo! teach- 
ings result in the miserabie end of trying to live 
by speculation.”

NEW-ZEALAND. 


THE v' NTRY; OR, EXPLORATIONS 

IN RING CEALAND, A Narrative of 600 Miles 
of Travel Through Maorilana. By J. H. KERRY- 
NICHOLLS. New-York; SCRIBNER & WELFORD. 


The North Island of New-Zealand has 
an area of some 10,000 square miles, and 
for physical beauties can hardly be sur- 
passed. Its political state forms an inter- 
esting chapter in the history of New- 
Zealand. One portion of this North Island 
goes under the name of King country. 
Prior to 1840, and for some time after, no 
pbstacles were offered by the natives to 
European travelers. Bt when, in the 
pourse of years, it became evident 
to the Maoris in the North Isl- 
and that the whites were the coming 
power in the land, ‘‘suspicion and distrust 
were excited, and at last the tocsin was 
sounded.” As the lands were taken, nat- 
urally the mana or authority of the chiefs 
diminished. One chief, Matene Te Whiwi, 
determined to bring about a new order of 
things, and agitation commenced. Coun- 
cils were held, native assemblies met, and 
it was determined that the Maoris should 
hold the land. A sacred mountain, Ton- 
gariro, it was declared, should be the cen- 
tre of a Maori kingdom, that no Eu- 
ropeans should construct roads within the 
area, and that a King should be elected. 


Te Wherowhero was the first elected King, 
and his royal standard was flung to the 
breeze in 1858. 

The events of the war in New-Zealand 
need not be repeated. In_ 1863 and 1864 
Gen. Cameron invaded the Waikato coun- 
try, a part of the King country, and later 
Taranaki was overrun. Still the King 
country held together,and became more 
and more exclusive. The active volcano 
of Tongarin was made tapu or sacred, and 
attempts to reach it were thwarted by the 
natives. Mr. Kerry-Nicholls states that 
“it is from these causes that the vast and 
important area embraced by the King 
country has remained closed to Europeans, 
and, all things considered, it is a fact 
which must ever remain one of the most 
singular anomalies of British colonization, 
that, after a nominal sovereignty of 40 
years over New-Zealand, this portion of 
the colony should have remained a terra 
incognita up to the — day by reason 
of the hostility and isolation of the native 
race." 

After the war of 1865 the natives isolated 
themselves, and resisted all approaches, 
diplomatic or otherwise, Of course, it is 
only a question of time how long sucha 
condition of affairs can last. The Maori 
race, Mr. Kerry-Nicholls shows, is rapidly 
decreasing. In Cook’s time the native 
population was estimated at 100,000. In 
1859 it was 66,000. In 1881 the number 
had decreased to 44,099, of which 19,729 
were females. The diseases seem to be 
phthisis, chronic asthma, and scrofula. 
The author believes that the first two 
diseases were brought about by a half sav- 
age, half civilized mode of life and from 
maladies *‘ contracted since the first inter- 
course with Europeans.’’ In North Island 
and in the King country many splendid 
specimens of the Maori of the olden time 
still exist, but Mr. Kerry-Nicholls believes 
that this type of savage will soon become 
a matter of the past. Physically the men 
were losing their fine proportions, though 
the women had not deteriorated so much. 
As to religion, that seems to be of a very 
mixed character—a species of Hauhauism, 
“in whicb Biblical text and native super- 
stition werejcuriously mixed.”” At present 
Tawhiao is King, and from one end of the 
country to the other his subjeots seemed to 
entertain an almost fanatical faith in his 
power. There were a good many appar- 
ent difficulties in the way of exploration, 
but the author faced them all bravely, and 
by alittle mediation managed to see the 
country, leaving Auckland en route for 
‘Tauranga in 1883. Mr. Kerry-Nicholis 
has been a_ traveler, having visited 
most parts of the globe. In addition 
to good powers of description, he 
is familiar with topographical and baro- 
metrical measurements, and so he has been 
enabled to map out, from day to day, the 
lay of the land, the height of the mount- 
ains, and thus presents, fomthe first time, 
a clear account of the country. The au- 
thor’s first visit was to the King himself, 
who lived in state at Whatiwkatihooc. ‘“‘In 
the centre of a spacious hall sat 
the King, flanked by his four wives, 
the principal and most attractive 
of whom was Pare Hauraki, a fine 
buxom woman with oval features and 
aristocratically tattooed lips, habited in a 
native costume, with a korowhai or cape, 
bound with kiwi feathers, thrown care- 
lessiy across her shoulders, over which her 
dark raven hair fell in thick waving clus- 
ters.” Tawhiao was dressed in European 
attire, with patent leather boots. He 
seemed to be quite a king mm manner, and 
in conversation was cool and composed, 
showing agreat deal of calculating shrewd- 
ness. Oneof his Council, MajorTe Wheoro, 
had been on the European side during the 
war. aud when the author was present 
was one of the Maori members of the House 
of Representatives. 

The steep and rugged heights of Mount 
Perongia were asceuded by the traveler, 
and he describes in glowimg terms the 
magnificence of the scenery. Returning 
to Auckland some five months afterward 
a new route was taken to Ohinemutu. Go- 
ing out by sea, Whakari or White Island 
was reached. Here isa volcano, the crater 
of which is one mile and a haif in circum- 
ference. It lies in the line of active thermal 
action which stretches across the North 
Island through the lake country to the 
volcano Tongariro, with which, accord- 
ing to native tradition, it is supposed to 
be connected by a subterranean channel. 
In the township of Ohinemutu is Lake 
Rotorua, which has a circumference of 25 
miles. A native settlement, Te Ruapeka, 
is situated on @ narrow peninsula sur- 
rounded by the waters of the lake, and 
this strip of land, ‘‘ from one end to the 
other, is dotted about and riddled with 
thermal springs, some of which shoot out 
of the ground from small apertures, while 
others assume the form of large steaming 
pools. They are of all degrees of tem- 
perature, from tepid heat to boiling point, . 
and while you may cook your food 
in one, you may take a delicious bath in 
anotherjand get scalded to death in an- 
other.’’ The natives use these springs not 
only to bathe in and for curative purposes, 
but warm their houses with them, cook 
their food, and even bury or boil their 
dead in them. A native house is called a 
whare, and these whares are scattered all 
around the thermal! springs: 

“When walking around the whares and no- 
+ om 4 the various phases of Maori hot spring 
life, [saw half a dozen members of the porcine 
tribe come quietly along, witb an easy self-sus- 
tained air, as if they had just gone through their 
morning ablutions in the warm, bubbling fount- 
ains and were going to root round for steamed 
potatoes, boiled cabbage, and other delicacies. 
Suddenly a half-naked Maorislunk out of his 
hut with a long knife between his teeth. Quick 
as thought and with the skillof acampion as- 
sassin, he seized the foremost pig by the hind 
leg. A prod from the knife and the crimson 
blood of the murdered animal mingled with a 
rill of boiling water, which was running past in 
a burry, as it were, to cool itself in the lake. 
A twist of the wrist and the pig was jerked into 
a steaming pool, where the heated waters 
twisted and hissed as if in a redhot caldron. 
Out again in ap instant, and then he set to work 
to scrape off the bristles, which came away in 
flakes as if they had simply veen stuck on by 
nature by the aid of alittle glue,and the skin 
of the porker gleamed white as snow beneath 
the sun. In two minutes more he was disem- 
boweled, and then he was placed over a steam 
hoie with a couple of sacks over him to be 
cooked for the evening meal.” 

The Maori women, like the Japanese, 
must be quite oblivious as to modesty, as 
the traveler tells of a maiden of 17 Sum- 
mers reclining at full length in a bath, in 
the simple yet attractive costume of Eve, 
and with a short black pipe in her mouth. 
She said: ‘ Tenakoe, pakeha,” ‘I salute 
you stranger,” to the author, and “there 
was not the slightest tinge of immod- 
esty in her manner. She simply lay 
shining beneath the sun, with all the grace 
with which nature had endowed her, look- 
ing like a beautiful bronze statue incased 
in a block of crystal.” One hot spring was 
tapu, or sacred, because a chief had been 
buried init. “Idid not envy the old man 
his resting place, for I had never seen a 
grave that looked so much like a:caldron 
of turtle soup.”’ 

What are called the Terraces are found 
in a southeastern direction from Ohine- 
mutu, on the opposite side of Lake Tara- 
wera. Mr. Kerry-Nicholls, who has seen 









terraces surpass them all in soenio grand- 
eur. ‘“ Formed of pure white silica, they 
rise tier above tier, white and smooth 
as Parian marble. and above them 
terrace after terrace mounted up- 
ward, rounded and semicircular in form, 
as if designed by the hand of man, 
ided by the inspiration of the Divine 
rchitect.”” All were formed out of a deli- 
cate tracery of silica, which appeared like 
& lacework congealed into alabaster of the 
purest hue. Each lamination or fold of 
this beautiful design was ciearly and mar- 
velously defined, and as the glittering 
warm water came rippling over them 
in continuous flow, Te Taranta sparkled 
beneath the sun as bedecked with 
diamonds and myriads of other precious 
gems. Mounting ever upward, the trav- 
eler reached the crater of Te Taranta, a 
milk-white basin, filled to overflow with 
boiling water. Hissing and bubbling, wav- 
ing steam clouds floated upward. At Wai- 
rakei there is a geyser valley, and the 
reat Wairakei must surpass the Ice- 
andic geyser. There are steam | holes 
here whith throw up spiral columns of 
vapor with a force equivalent to that 
produced by a hundred horse power en- 
gine. Testing the heat, Mr. Kerry-Nicholls 
found the temperature to be 220° Fahren- 
heit. Theascent of Tongariro,.an active 
volcano, was accomplished by the author. 
It is the perfection of the cone-shaped vol- 
cano, and the illustration of Tongariro 
gives an idea of its outline. The mountain 
at a height of 7,000 feet was sheathed with 
ice, and it was difficult to prevent slipping 
and rolling down the precipitous slopes. 
_From time to time,in English maga- 
zines, sparse descriptions of this wonder- 
ful New-Zealand region have been pub- 
lished, but “The King Country” givesa 
thorough résumé of this voleanic region. 
Mr. Kerry-Nicholls writes plainly and 
clearly of what he sees, gives a very inter- 
esting account of the Maori, his habits and 
customs, and the volume under notice 
may be cited as one of the best works of 
travel of the year. A vocabulary of Maori 
words, with a scientific list of the fauna of 
the islands, give completeness to the vol- 
ume.

THE ODYSSEY IN NEW GUISE. 


THE ODYSSEY OF HOMER. Books I.—XII. The 
Text and an English Version in Rhythmio Prose. 
| GEORGE HERBERT PALMER, Professor of 
Philosophy in Harvard University. Boston: 
HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & Co. 1884. 


It is computed that once every 80 years, 
since the appearance of Chapman's trans- 
lation beloved of poets, a metrical or 
prose translation of Homer has beeu 
printed in English. Of late the average 
has increased far beyond the normal ratio. 
Three versions of the “ Odyssey" appeared 
in 1861-2, two in 1869, Bryant's in 1872, two 
in 1879, two in 1880. The years 1865 and 
1876 were also not to pass without a fresh 
attempt. Singularly enough, notwith- 
standing the high order of intellect which 
has always found pleasure in making over 
Homer into English, fastidious persons re- 
turn to George Chapman, the leader of the 
motley band, with ever fresh gusto. And 
yet Chapman’s style is contorted and far- 
fetched beyond the prevalent fashion of 
his day, and in the face of the example of 
great masters like Chaucer, Spenser, Lyd- 
gate, Marlowe, and Shakespeare. Among 
the least literal of the translators of 
Homer, Chapman is still the most sug- 
gestive and entertaining, perhaps be- 
cause he has put so much of his own odd 
individuality into his paraphrase. Pope, 
who came a century later, is fortunate- 
ly utterly out of fashion; his “Iliad” 1s 
tame to thesetting all one’s nerves on edge. 
Like him Mr. Bryant was more fitted to 
translate the **Odyssey”’ than the ™ Lliad,”’ 
and bis version of the former commands 
respect if it does not warin the reader. 
Quite lately Messrs. Butcher and Lau 
have turved both the epics into a sort o 
Ussianic prose, and won deserved success. 
It is with their work that the present ren- 
dering of the first 12 books of the ** Odys- 
sey’’ by a Professor of philosophy in Har- 
vard University is sure to be couipared. 
There is, however, this important differ- 
ence between the “rhythmical” version of 
Butcher and Lang and that of Prof. 
Paimer. The latter is addressed to the 
narrower circle of those who read, or 
have once been able to read, Greek. The 
former aspired to reach the great world of 
readers. Hence Prof. Palmer gives on 
one page the Greek text, on the opposite 
his translation; while Messrs. Butcher and 
Lang refer the curious reader, or him to 
whom the desire comes to brush up his 
Homeric Greek, to the dusty text books 
of his college course. Obviously, it is a 
trouble to lay one’s hand on the Greek; 
sometimes it is impossible; and many 
readers are going to be grateful for 
the convenience of finding the original 
and the version side by side, as in the 
“swell’’ editions of the classics printed in 
Holland at the close of the scholastic 
period. So the results are different, 
as, indeed, the origin of the two prose 
versions were uplike. The English trans- 
lators went to work to produce a piece of 
literature; the American has only fixed in 
types the material used in the classroom 
or the Greek Club for the purpose of ex- 
citing and holding the attention of pupils 
and comrades. While a teacher of Greek, 
“to supplement the classroom drill and 
give a bruader outlook, I proposed to read 
a book of the Odyssey at a sitting, I 
translating into the simplest possible lan- 
guage aud my pupils following me, text in 
band.” Laver, as a teacher in another 
field: “In the 10 years during which | have 
taught philosophy | haveread the Odyssey 
through several times to these little com- 
anies, and I have felt it a piece of good 
ortune that I was thus forved.te adhere 
to my author more literully than other 
teansiators have judged wise, that I was 
obliged to study his order of words more 
minutely, and that I could seldom permit 
myself to jump from line to line.” The 
text, then, forms the most important part 
of this book; as to the tremsintion. perbaps 
the opening paragraph, being the best re- 
membered always, will give 4 fair sample 
ef Prof. Palmer’s ‘“rhythmical’’ prose: 

“Tell me, O Muse, of an adventurous man, 
who wandered far when he had overthrown the 
sacred hoid of Troy. Many the men whose 
towns he saw, whose ways he proved, and man 
a pang he borein his own breast at sea while 
struggling for his life and his men’s safe re- 
turn. Buteven so, by all his zeal, he did not 
save his men; for through their own perversity 
they perished—fools! who devoured the kine of 
the exalted sun. Wherefore he took away the 
day of their return. Of this,O goddess, daugh- 
ter of Zeus, beginning where thou wilt, speak 
even to us.” 

Here ‘‘adventurous’”’ and “ beginning 
where thou wilt” in the first and last sen- 
tences are not warranted by the text. 
‘Whose ways he proved” is a deviation 
from the origina! that is no gain; “ by all 
his zeal,” an awkward use of the preposi- 
tion. Later we find glaukopis, the cele- 
brated epithet of Athené, translated 
“ keen-eyed.”” The common name for 
Hermes, “slayer of Argus,” is taken to 
mean “Speedy Comer,’’ and other novel- 
ties are introduced which are quite certain 
to disappear with the advance of compara- 
tive mythology and the ene rag up of ob- 
scure legends connected with the various 
gods. Upon such variations from the old 
translations and upon the “ rhythmical” 
nature of the version it will not do to rest 
much weight. Prof. Palmer’s book is val- 
uable for the juxtaposition of text and 
translation and for closeness and clearness 
in that rendering. The English is capital 
reading fur these traits, though lacking the 
imaginative swing of the recent work by 
Andrew Lang.

leteness and fullness of treatment Mr. 

orton occupies a number of chapters 
with ‘Worship in Heathenism,” both 
ancient and modern, and uses to good ef- 
fect the evidence afforded by ancient 
Oriental worship and the Buddhist wor- 
ship and liturgy, to show how truly 
heathenism is athirst for the one true 
Lord and God. The fourth part of Mr. 
Norton’s book sets forth worship in the 
ancient Jewish Church, with its open air, 
temple, and synagogue services; and the 
fifth and last part is devoted to a discus- 
sion of “* Christian Worship’’ as we have it 
in the history of rites and ceremonies in 
the Christian Church since its foundation 
down to the present time. 

Without attempting to go into details, 
we may state that Mr. Norton has used 
the best authorities on the various por- 
tions of his subject, such as Freeman, Raw- 
linson, Neale, Proctor, Lightfoot, Smith’s 
Dictionary of Christian Antiquities, Xo, 
He belongs to the ‘evangelical’ school of 
Episcopal clergymen, and of course has 
no liking for the Papacy and its career 


in the past as well as its aspect 
in the present. He holds that, in- 
asmuch as the Jesuits succeeded in 


having the Roman Church committed 
to the intallibility of the Pope, so it is only 
‘‘a mere question of time when the Pope's 
deification will be accomplished,’’ thus 
fulfilling the prevnncnes of Revelation in 
regard ‘to Ba ylon and Antichrist. At 
the same time, it is but fair to say that 
Mr. Norton displays a spirit of liberality 
and good-will toward ail religionists, 
which certainly adds to the value of his 
work and the pleasure of the reader in 
consulting it. e has some rather curious 
fancies and speculations, which are pvet- 
ical if not quite real and capable of proof, 
such as this, that: ‘‘as all our acts record 
themselves in heaven, so it is conceivable 
that vibrations of heaven’s joyous melo- 
dies may reach us here, and when our 
dull hearts are attuned may thrill 
our inner senses.’’ His conclusion, based 
on the inductive process employed 
throughout his work, is that the church’s 
worship ought to be and must be, if com- 
cp thoroughly responsive, congrega- 
ional, reverent, musical, and beautiful. 
He sums up ——. and disureetly with 
urging that valuable as ritual improve- 
ments are there are weightier matters 
still, viz., a wider charity and more loving 
spirit among churchmen of all schools 
and names, and a simple and outspoken 
reaching of pardon and peace through 
he one sacrifice of Christ on the cross. 
We commend the volume to the consider- 
ation of all for whom especially it has 
been prepared. 





NEW BOOKS. 
—Stories by American Authors. Sev- 
enth volume, New-York: Charles Sortb- 
ner's Sons.—This series consists of “ The 
Bishop’s Vagabond,” by Octave Thanet; 
“ Lost,”. ““Kirby’s Coals of Fire,’’ ‘ Pas- 
sages from the Journal of a Social Wreok;”’ 
“Stella Grayland,” and ‘The Image of 
San Donato.”” “The Bishop’s Vagabond” 
is by far the best story, written with great 
feeling and cleverness. The success of 
these volumes, with their distinctive egg- 
ellow covers, shows that the short story 
s appreciated. The strangest thing is, 
that while the short story has formed one 
of the components of the magazine here- 
tofore, when these stories were collected 
they did not find a public. 
—Stuff and Nonsense. By A. F. Frost. 
New-York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.—The 
oleverly designed cover with the head of 
a jester flanked with the Punoch’s mask and 
bauble designates the character of this 
amusing volume with its many funny 
points. Oneseries of sketches by Mr. Frost 
entitled ‘The Fatal Mistake, A Tale of a 
Cat,” everybody has laughed over. There 
sits the cat alongside of the comfortable 
old lady, who is busy with her knitting. 
The cat has unfortunately taken some rat 
poison, and the first premonition of some- 
thing wrens in his ‘‘tum-tum,” as Mr. 
Gilbert calls that complex organ, the 
stomach,. is visible. ‘Then follows the 
various paroxysms of the cat, until 
he seeks relief from pain in one final 
fatal plunge into the river. There are 
pot less than 92 pictures, all of an amusing 
kind. Thereisa we hae in caricaturing just 
as positive and distinct as in writing, and 
Mr. Frost has the queerest and moat orig- 
inal manper of expressing his though 
with pencil and pen. 
—An Old Sailor’s Yarns. Tales of 
Many Seas. By Capt. R. F. Coffin. New- 
York. Funk & Wagnalls.—These reminis- 
cences of an old sailor were much admired 
when they were originally printed in a 
New-York newspaper a few years ago. 
This admiration was justified, not only by 
the grapbio presentment the sketches 
made of the conditions of life in the Amer- 
ican merchart marine, when there was an 
American merchant marine, but also by 
their literary yuality, and oe, by the 
quaint and racy humor which enlivened 
them. A selection of the ‘‘ Yarns’’ was 
made a few yearsago, but was itself in an 
ephemeral form, and did not ‘include any 
of those now repriuted. Capt. Ceftin's old 
readers will all be glad to possess this col- 
lection of the sketches which they enjoyed 
so much upon their first publication, and 
the republication should secure for his 
work a much wider appreciation than it 
has yet received. 

—A Yankee School Teacher in Virginia, 
@ Tale of the Old Domtinton tn the Tran- 
silent State. By Lydia Wood Baldwin. 
Funk & Wagnalls. 1884.—This is a rather 
long story, which recites the experience of 
Miss Marian Stone, who comes to Virginia 
from Massachusetts in 1870. The school- 
ma’am is subjected to a great many dis- 
agreeable things, and is made a butt 
of b the wild scapegraces in the 
neighborhood. Finally Miss Stone es- 
capes from martyrdom by marry- 
ing one of the scapegraces. The 
author seems to have raked together 
all the worst traits of Virginians, male and 
female, and to have taken delight in ex- 
patiating over their foibles. The story is 
very full of negro talk, which becomes 
tiresome when not relieved by native wit. 
Such incidents as the author cites, as the 
cutting off of a negro’s finger because he 
had learned to read, may be doubted. 
How the heroine could have taken up with 
any ore of the low fellows the author 
describes is by no means flattering to the 
taste of the Yankee schoolmistress. 


The Shadow of John Wallace. By L. 
Clarkson. New-York: White, Stokes & 
Allen.—At Rest Hampton, in Long Island, 
comes a mysterious gentleman with his 
valet, and they settle in the town. The in- 
cidents of this story happen some 40 years 
ago. John Wallace, so the English or 
Scotch gentleman calls himself, goes to 


live with the Castlewoods. Annie Castle- 
wood is his pupil, and but for co gb 
in their ages—for she is a child and Wal- 
lace a man of mature age—she would 
have married him. Wallace is a 
learned man, a religious one, and builds 
a cbhureh in Rest Hampton. In time 
Annie marries Tom Hatherton, has 
a son, and then loses her husband. 
In a mature old age Wallace dies and 
leaves 4 handsome sum to Annie’s boy. In 
long after yeurs a poetical enthusiast, 
Bracebridge, determines to find out who 
Jobo Wallace is, and be travels to England 
aud Scotland in order to solve the mys- 
tery. By as series of accidents he traces 
out the history of John Wallace, who ts be- 
lieved to be an Earl's son. Who Wallace is 
we must confess is, however, not made 
lain, and the story rather drags. It 
would be unjust net to state that many of 
the incidents are written in avery touch- 
ing way. It is the want of clearness at the 
conclusion which leaves a great deal to be 
desired. 


—The Gospel and the Age. Sermons 
on,Special Occasions. By the Right Rev. 
W.C.Magee, D.D., Lord Bishop of Peter- 
borough. New-York: Thomas Whittaker. 
12mo, pp. 325. 1884.—The present Bishop 
of Peterborough is.a man of mark among 
the Episcopal members of the House of 
Lords. He is of Irish origin, and has held 


various positions of honor and impor- 
tance.in his native land, as well as in 
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ship and ability, and is noted as being an 
excellent lecturer and ready speaker. 
When the question of the disestablish- 
ment of the Irish Church was under dis- 
cussion get he spoke earnestly and 
eloquently against that °measure of Mr. 
Gladstone’s; but, as history has shown, to 
no purpose. It is, however, as a preacher 
that Bishop Magee is most distinguished. 
He is justly regarded as one of the most 
eloquent reachers in the Church 
of ngland, and it is really a treat 
to listen to his impassioned, telling dis- 
courses. He keeps himself free from the 
trammels of manuscript, and consequently 
is able to bestow his chief attention upon 
the delivery of his discourse. The present 
yolume contains 15 sermons, delivered on 
special occasions, viz., before the British 

ssociation, at the Church Congress, in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, at the University of 
Oxford, &c. They discuss such topics as 
“The Ethics of Forgiveness,”’ *‘ The Final 
Overthrow of Evil,”’ ‘‘ Christianity, a Gos- 
pel for the Poor,” ‘“* Morality and Dogma,”’ 
and the like, They lose much, of course, 
in not being accompanied by the living 
voice of the preacher; yet they will be 
found to be of such merit as to be sure to 
attract all the thoughtful Christian people 
and all who love to read and are able to 
appreciate good sermons. Mr. Whittaker 
has done a good thing in bringing out an 
edition of the venerable prelate’s dis- 
courses, and he deserves thanks for sup- 
plying a volume which will take its place 

eside those of Liddon, Trench, cree he 
Farrar, and other eminent sermonizers in 
the Established Church of England. 


—FPerseverance Island; or, the Robin- 
son Crusoe of the Nineteenth Century. Ilus- 
trated. By Douglas Fraser, Boston: Lee 
& Shepard.—There never was such a born 
genius as William Anderson, otherwise 
known as the modern Robinson Crusoe. 
De Foe’s poor fellow was a fool alongside 


of Mr. Fraser’s hero. Shipwrecked on 
some island in the Pacific, Anderson has 
saved nothing but the shoes he stands in. 
He finds some hob nails in the heel of his 
shoe, and from these little pieces of metal 
he begins his constructions. He finds 
iron on the island, and constructs a forge, 
and by easy stages builds a stepm engine, 
a blast furnace, and finally makes a Besse- 
mer converter. Gunpowder he manufact- 
ures, and he winds up by constructing a 
submarine boat, a steam yacht, and a bal- 
loon. He tames swans who draw his boat, 
kills ducks for the gold in their craws, and 
converts his island into a first-class manu- 
facturing country, of which he is the only 
inhabitant. The story is an amusing one, 
and shows boys how, beginning with very 
httle, ed means of perseverance & r= 
many things can be accomplished. If the 
modern Robinson Crusoe had only made 
an Errard piano and a Cremona violin he 
would have been quite perfect, but per- 
haps Anderson was not musical. 


—My Farm of Edgewood, A Country 
Book. By Donald G. Mitchell, New-York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons.—Published some 
20 years ago, the charm of this vol- 
ume is as apparent to-day as it 
was in 1863. Mr. Mitchell has a grace 
of style and a delightful manner which 
makes a fast friend of every reader. 


To the happiest descriptions of country life 
he adds quaint humor. A good while ago 
the author of “ Reveries of a Bachelor” 
was in want of acountry home, and he 
tells of the many difficulties he found 
before discovering the exact place. 
Once ‘that farm, near it arunning stream, 
and with southern and eastern slope,’”’ hav- 
ing been discovered, Mr. Mitchell buys the 
orude gold and tells his method of embel- 
lishing it. He eschews all that false, gim- 
crack, wooden work which spoils the or- 
dinary country house. ‘*Country archi- 
tecture whose simplicity or rudeness is 
so far subordinate to the main features 
of the landscape as not to provoke special 
mention may be of any man’s building; 
but whenever the house becomes the 
salient feature of the place and chal- 
lenges criticism by an engrossing impor- 
tance as compared with its rural sur- 
roundings, then it must be in agreement 
with the tastes and character of the 
occupant, or it is a pretentious falsehood.”’ 
That portion of the book entitled ‘* Crops 
and Profits’’ disousses the whole question 
in a sensible, matter-of-fact way, and in 
‘“Hindrances and Helps’ the bright side 
and the shady side of a country life are 
pleasantly told. Every now and then that 
sly humor of the kind Washington Irving 
delighted in is found in the book. It is 


‘| mos pleasant, comfortable reading, every 


line of it, for what Mr. Mitchel! writes 
stands a good chance of becoming classio. 
Numerous readers will be glad to have 
“My Farm of Edgewood” in its new and 
handsome form. 


—Myths injMedicine and Old-Time Doc- 
tors. By Alfred C. Garratt, M. D. New- 
York and London: G. P. Putnam’s Sons.— 
Dr. Garratt, in his ‘‘ Myths in Medicine and 
Old-Time Doctors,’’ presents a rapid his- 
tory of the healing art from the time 
of Aristotle and Galen up to to-day. In 
an experience of 40 years the author 


states that he has given much at- 
tention to the literature of the 
subject. The followin subjects are 


presented to the consideration of the 
reader: “ First, under what circumstances 
were nervous affections first described, 
and what were ar ge to be the cause 
and nature, and whut was the treatment 
in those times? Second,. when did the 
general revival of rational medical re- 
search commence, which resulted in the 
present radical reformation, excellence, 


and unity of the regular rofession 
into distinct societies, and these into 
State and national associations, and 


these into an_ international  con- 
gress? Third, whether the often-repeated 
epithet ‘old school’ applies now to the 
regular medical profession of the present 
time, or rather to the strictly ‘dogmatio 
schools’ and sects of the past and pres- 
ent?’ Dr. Garratt’s elucidation of these 
subjects has a certain amount of interest, 
but the majority of the work is made up 
of quotations. In the introduction we 
have Chaucer, and then follows almost a 
whole chapter from Sir Walter Scott’s 
‘“ Talisman.”’ In the chapter on the first 

hysicians who came to New-England, Dr. 
Bemuel Fuller, who was one of the goodly 
company on the Mayflower, is cited. The 
first medical work published was written 
by a clergyman, and entitled ‘‘A Brief 
Guide in the Smallpox and Measels,”’ 

rinted in 1677. Following one of Retzsch’s 
illustrations of Goethe’s “ Faust,’’ Dr. Gar- 
ratt has introduced all the queer old-time

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WADE HAMPTON TO THE NEGROES,

THE SOUTH CAROLINA SENATOR TELLS 
THEM HE FIRST URGED THEIR EN- 
FRANCHISEMENT. 

In a speech in Berkeley County, 8. C., on 

Thursday last, Senator Wade Hampton said: 


“ T recognized in 1865, I, an old slave owner, a 
rebel, a Confederate Genera), long before any 
Northern man had one word about con- 
ferring the right of suffrage upon the colored 
people—I, in Columbia, in 1865,came out ata 
meeting of the white and colored citizens and 
advised that South Carolina should confer the 
right to vote on her colored citizens, I did it 
because I recognized that a Republic could not 
make discrimination between her citizens on ac- 
count of their color. [Applause.] The reason 
I mention it now is because I want to try and 
impress upon you that from that day to this I 
have had but one object in view, and that is to 
establish peace, gooe will, and harmony be- 
tween the two races in South Carolina, 
and I tell you now that that can vnever 
be until you quit following the leaders 
that you have been following heretofore.

Why, this man Smalls boasted in Charleston the 
other i he had never been withina prison’s 
walls. ell, he told the truth as far as he went, 
but not ali the truth. He might have gone on 
and said that if it had not been for the pardon of 
a Democratic Governor of South Carolina he 
would have had on a convict’s stripes and been 
working in the penitentiary. He was fairly con- 
victed and pardoned. Wedid not want to pun- 
ish those people who had been misled. Contrast 
him with the Democratic candidate for Congress. 
The Elliotts have been the friends of your race 
through many generations. Col. Eliiott’s father 
built a church for the colored people and 
preached to them year after year, and that 
church would be standing now if Sherman had 
not pulled it down to build a bridge over the 
Combahee River. But for one issue I would not 
care whether a Democrat or Republican was 
President of the United States, provided both 
were honest, That issue is this, that it 
is only by the election of a Democratic President 
that we can convince you colored people that 
the Democrats of the Soutn are your friends. 
The National Democratic Party will do you 
equal and exact justice. I pledge myself to that. 
[Applause.] I pledge myseif to it because I 
* would leave that party it I believed they would 
attempt to take from you a single rigbt that you 
now enjoy. There are bad men in both parties 
T admit, but if the best men of the two races will 
get together and realize that the prosperity of 
the State means the prosperity of all the people 
of the State, and will combine and put good, hon- 
est, capable, and intelligent men in office we will 
soon have peace and prosperity in South Caro- 
lina. Ihave advocated everywhere the burial 
of these animosities. I have felt that we can 
never bea happy and successful and prosperous 
people until we realize that we must all pull to- 
gether. Itis for this one reason that I am in 
this canvass. I have been honored by the people 
of Carolina by being elected to the highest office 
in their gift, but above all I have cherished most 
rofoundly the love and confidence given me by 
hese people. I want no higher memorial, no 
better epitaph than the acknowledgment that I 
have been a benefactor to South Carolina.”

WHAT HE WILL DO. 
% In the canvass now closing there has 


‘been ample demonstration of the fatal 


objection to voting for Mr. BLAINE on ac- 
count of his bad character. , It has been 
shown by the undisputed facts of his pub- 
lic career, supported and explained by his 
own letters, that his election would bea 
signal disgrace to the Nation, that for the 
first time in the century of the existence 
of our organized ,Government it would 
place in the Presidential chair a man 
known to have used his public office for 
gain, to have been deceitful, treacherous, 
and greedy in his private dealings, and to 
have been repeatedly and shamelessly 
guilty of falsehood. This of itself is con- 
clusive reason why he should not be elect- 
ed, why every citizen jealous of the good 
name of the country and justly proud of 
the long list of honorable men who have 
occupied the Executive office should re- 
fuse him his vote. 


* But there is another side to the question 
of Mr. BLAINE’s election which is even 
more important, and as to which every 
consideration of prudent ‘patriotism rein- 
forces the conclusion based on his personal 
character, and that is the certainty of the 
evil influence thatfhe would; directly or 
indirectly exercise as President. We ask 
our readers, now on the eve‘ of the final 
decision, to candidly reflect on these facts. 
The most obvious portion of the Presi- 
dent’s duties lies in the regulation of the 
civil service, in which, by himself or the 
heads of departments, he possesses prac- 
tically unlimited power of removal, 
and the power of appointment lim- 
ited only by the terms of the law of 
Jan. 16, 1888. As tothe exercise of this 
vast power Mr. BLAINE would be guided 
by the standard of an intriguing politi- 
cian, and would be under unavoidable 
obligations to a large number of unscru- 
pulous men. The “patronage” of the 
Eastern States has already been pledged 
in great part, if not wholly, to Gen. But- 
LER; the “‘ patronage” of the Southwest 
would go to such men as ELKINS and 
CLAYTON, of the South to men like Ma- 
HONE and KELLOGG, of the other States to 
men like CAMERON, ‘‘TomM” PLatT, Com- 
missioner DupLrey, Mr. Locan. It is 
plain what would be the result. A ma- 
chine more extensive, more relentless, and 
more disgraceful than the country has 
ever known would be constructed and 
worked for all it is worth. ; 

The next most conspicuous feature of 
the powers of the President lies in the in- 
fluence he has on Congress, either by 














recommendations, supported by the exer- 
cise of patronage, or by the use of the 
veto. Mr. BLAINE would make unhesitat- 
ing use of both instrumentalities, and he 
would make a bad use of both, He ig 
pledged to the maintenance of high taxa- 
tion, both as a means of favoritism to the 
powerful interests which have been en- 
listed for his election and as furnishing 
the means for-carrying out extravagant 
expenditures. He has advocated, and has 
never withdrawn, the proposition to con- 
tinue the unnecessary and exorbitant sur- 
plus now exacted from the taxpayers, and 
to distribute it, if it could not be otherwise 
expended, among the States. He has 
encouraged the State of Virginia to 
think, and his agents there are promising, 
that he will aid in saddling on the United 
States Government a large part of the 
debt of that State. He has shown sym- 
pathy with, and has never opposed, the 
wild schemes for indefinitely increasing 
the pension list to the advantage chiefly 
of the brokers and the lobbyists. Finally, 
he is under political bonds to the unprin- 
cipled railroad barons, such as HUNTING- 
TON and GOULD and FIELD, whom he has 
always aided,and must continue to aid, 
even to the extent of debauching the Su- 
preme Court, in resisting the payment of 
the hundred millions they owe and refuse 
to begin to pay to the people of the United 
States. In these surroundings, linked as he 
is by past associations and by present com- 
plicity with all the hungry conspirators 
against the Treasury, his influence would 
be necessarily, constantly, and without 
hesitation used to keep on the shoulders 
of the people the terrible load of taxation 
which is now the greatest hindrance to 
the recovery of prosperity. 

Again, the President is made in the 

first instance the source of control of 
the foreign policy of the country. Al- 
though he can make no formal treaty 
with other nations without the consent 
and approval of the Senate, he can largely, 
and often conclusively, shape the course 
of the Government in such manner as to 
leave the Senate, or Congress, but little 
choice. Noman could be more unfitted 
than Mr. Buatne for this delicate respon- 
sibility. . Visionary in his ideas, shal- 
low and ignorant as to the principles 
and the precedents of the diplomacy of 
the country, reckless in taking decisive 
steps, unskilled and irresolute in carrying 
out his plans, the country would never be 
sure under his guidance at what moment 
it would be plunged into difficulties from 
which it could escape only by war or by 
humiliation. » That was what took place 
when Mr. BLAINE was Secretary of State 
for afew months. It is what would hap- 
pen in a worse form, more surely, were 
he to be President for four years. 
. Here, then, is the case on which the 
voters of the United States are to pass 
to-morrow. . We are not of those who 
think, or pretend to think, that the coun- 
try will be ruined as the result of our 
Presidential election. 
great and the capacity of the body politic 
to cast out disturbing and corrupting ele- 
ments, even when they are allowed to get 
a firm hold and to develop, is undoubted. 
But we submit to the citizens of the 
United States, about to make the election 
of a Chief Executive for four years, 
whether, calmly and candidly judged, the 
choice of a candidate of stained character 
would not be discreditable to the Nation, 
and whether the obvious difficulties under 
which we are laboring would not be 
greatly increased by such a choice when 
the candidate is sure to do the undesirable 
things which, confining ourselves strictly 
to the known facts concerning him, we 
have shown that he will do. 
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THE PROSPECT. 

Our ‘candid opinion is that nobody is 
very certain about the result of to-mor- 
row’s election. There are enough ele- 
ments of doubt in the situation to puzzle 
the politicians and make the prophets 
deny their calling. The uncertain factors 
are the Republican use of money and of 
United’ States Marshals and the at- 
tempted jugglery with the venal Demo- 
crats in some of the Southern States. 
Aside from these elements of fraud, force, 
and trickery, there is no reason to doubt 
the election of Gov. CLEVELAND by a con- 
siderable majority of the Electoral vote. :. 

Nothing but one of those infrequent 
‘political miracles” to which Senator 
JOHN SHERMAN recently referred can de- 
prive the Democratic ticket of a majority 
in New-York. The Republicans of the 
State have deserted BLAINE by tens of 
thousands. * Most of those who repudiate 
him go to CLEVELAND; some go to Sr. 
JOHN, and some will stay at home to- 
morrow. The indications are that BLAINE 
will lose from 60,000 to 75,000 of the votes 
GARFIELD got. 

How is this loss to be made up?) In 
our opinion it will not be made up at all. 
The confident cipherers of the Gilsey 
House talk mysteriously of immense 
gains for BLAINE from the Democratic 
ranks. Who are these Democrats who thus 
seize the opportunity of an utterly dis- 
reputable nomination by the Republicans 
to turn their backs on their own party’s 
honest candidate?

\ The polls will be open in this city on 
Tuesday between the hours of 6 A. M. and 
4P.M. Voters shquld note the hour of 
closing, especially as there is an impres- 
sion on the part of many that the polls do 
not close until sunset... They should also 
endeavor to cast their ballots at as early 
an hour as possible to avoid the chance of 
some one else voting in’ their ; names. 
Every person who has registered. should 
vote for the same reason. If fraud is at- 
tempted in this direction it will be toward 
the hour ,for closing the polls,{ and ef- 
forts will'then doubtless be ; made j by’ 
repeaters to vote on the names of persons 
who have registered but have not gone 
to vote. When a name has once been 
voted on that ends the matter. ‘ There can 
be no fraud attempted as regards that 
particular name if the proper entries are 
made. . The ballot boxes must, according 





to the law, be so placed that the voter and | 


the watchers may conveniently see every 
ballot received and deposited, and no 
screen or obstruction should be tolerated. 

Each polling place in this city will be 
provided with seven ballot boxes, except- 
ing in the Eleventh Judicial District, 
where a Civil Justice is to be elected, and 
where an additional box will be provided. 
Elsewhere through the city each qualified 
citizen will have the right to vote seven 
ballots, viz.: For Presidential Electors, for 
Congressman, for Assemblyman, for Dis- 
trict Alderman, for Judges of the Courts of 
Appeals and Common Pleas, for city and 
county officers, including Mayor, Control- 
ler, President of the Board of Aldermen, 
District Attorney, and Coroner, and for 
the proposed constitutional amendment. 
The ballots are to be indorsed respectively 
as follows: .‘‘ President, number one;” 
«Congress, number three;” ‘Assembly, 
number five;” ‘‘ City, number six;” ‘ Ju- 
diciary,” ‘‘ City and County,” and “ Con- 
stitutional Amendment.” 

The law requires that the ballots for all 
purposes shall be of plain white printing 
paper, and without any mark on them to 
distinguish one from another in appear- 
ance excepting, of course, the names of 
the candidates, which must be printed 
with plain black ink. The ballots must 
have captions and indorsements printed 
in the type known as great primer roman 
condensed capitals, and the names of can- 
didates are to be printed in plain type, with 
letters of a uniform size. Any person 
may, however, deposit a ballot which is 
wholly written, or a printed ballot in 
which erasures or interpolations have 
been made. Writing a candidate’s name 
with pencil is as good, legally, as one 
written with pen and ink, but is not ad- 
visable, as the writing may become blurred 
and undecipherable. 

Challenges of voters at the polls may be 
made by any person who believes that the 
man offering to vote is not entitled to do 
so. A man whohas made a bet on the 


and so is a person who has been convicted 
of a felony and has not been restored to 
citizenship, Persons who have been 





bribed to vote. in a particular way and 


‘those who haye bribed or have offered to 
bribe a person to do so are also disqualified, 
‘and may properly bechallenged. All these 
causes of disqualification are independent 
of a citizen’s unfitness for lack of the 
requisite period of residence, &c., which 
legally prevents a person’s registering as a 
voter.» A person when challenged may 
take an oath, the form of which is pro- 
vided, and if he does so the Inspectors are 
obliged to take his vote. If a person 
swears falsely his vote must, nevertheless,. 
be taken, . Proceedings for perjury may 
be instituted against such as take a false 
oath. 

While voting, every citizen should see 
to it that the proper entries of the fact 
are made, - This ends the duty of the 
voter, The proper counting and other 
work after the closing of the polls have to 
be done by ‘the officers.of election and ,.the 
watchers,

CERTAINTY. 

** No man can feel supremely certain as 
to any desired event unless he bets on it. 
One may have a hope, a belief, or an 
opinion, but unless he bets he can have 
no certainty.” This dictum of Lord Ba- 
CON has been severely criticised, but it is 
evidently widely accepted, especially on 
the eve of an election. Thousands of 
people have made bets on'the result of 
to-morrow’s election, not with the hope 





of making money, but simply in order’ 


to arrive at certainty as to who will 
be the successful candidate. The bets in 
question are those which require the loser 
to commit some public idiocy, and the 
men who make these bets must evidently 
be influenced solely by adesire to make 
themselves certain that their respective 
candidates will be elected. 

In former years there has been a painful 
monotony in the character of these bets. 
Year after year the loser has been. com- 
pelled to wheel a wheelbarrow in public 
or to carry the winner on his back or to 
wear some ridiculous article of dress. :The 
betters have shown no imagination’ and 
nooriginality. This year the wheelbarrow 
idiot and his like will show their familiar 
faces on the sidewalk, but it is pleasant to 
be able to announce that several entirely 
new bets have also been made. 


By one of these latter’ bets : the : loser: 


will be required to. read the whole of the 
fourth page of the Tribune,every day for 
six months. . Moreover, in order to add 
ignominy to torture, the loser must read 
his Tribune in public while riding on.the 
elevated railway. It is,, of course, rea- 
sonably certain that the : full penalty will 
‘not be exacted, for it is impossible to be- 
lieve that any man is so destitute of hu- 
manity as to require a fellow-being to 
read , 121; consecutive .

CONCERT AT THE CASINO. 

The programme of vocal and instru 
mental music interpreted at the Casino last even 
ing was of somewhat unusual variety and ix 
terest. Its most impressive feature was un. 
doubtedly the violin playing of Master 
Michael Banner, whose performances awak- 
ened great enthusiasm on the part of 
the audience, and claim besides critical 
commendation of the warmest kind. Master 
Banner, who will be remembered as having ap- 
peared in New-York about three years ago as 2 
sort of infant prodigy, has since completed his 
studies at the Paris Conservatoire, where he was 
awarded the first prize in the recent: annual con~ 
cours. His tone is, of course, somewhat: small, 
but it is pure an und; his technique is admi- 
rable, his style dignitied and unaffected, and he 
evinces remarkable feeling and taste for so 
young a virtuoso. His principal effort last 
night was the Mendelssohn concerto, which he 
rendered in its entirety. The charm and im- 
pressiveness of his work will be partially in- 
dicated by a mention of the fact that 
the miscellaneous audience accorded their full- 
est attention to the three movements of the 
concerto, which is seldom given unabridged, 
even in more pretentious musical entertains 
ments than a Sunday performance at the Casino, 
and that the listeners broke out, again and 
again, in delighted applause. Master Banner's 
rendering of the concerto—and it should be noted 
that ne played it by heart—demands, how- 
ever, recognition of a more solid nature than 
is conveyed by the tribute of a weli-pieased 
audience, and liberal critical approval should 
not be withheld. In the highest passages of the 
first movement of the concerto the young vio- 
linist was occasionally a trifle uncertain. But 
his interpretation of the lovely andante, 
both in the calm and beautiful singing 
measures of the theme. and in the more 
impassioned portions, where doubie-stop- 
Ping is to be done and most. varied 
and expressive shading is requisite, was abso- 
lutely perfect. ‘The rondo was executed with 
marvelous facility and precision, and nothing 
was wanting to place it upon a plane with tha 
best work of thesort that has beer done here 
except the increased breadth of delivery and 
volume of tone that come with years 
and physical strength. Inthe third part of the 
concert Master Banner was heard in Wieniaw- 
ski’s ‘* Russian Airs;” this number, as well as the 
concerto, was loudly applauded. The vocalistg 
of the occasion were Mr. H. §. Hilliard, a very 
promising young tenor, who has a good voice, 
and uses it with skill and feeling, and Miss Lilly 
Post, who sings English songs archly and effect« 
ively, but should not trifle with the delicate sen- 
timent of Rossini, the flavor of whose music she 
can no. more apprehend than she can articulate 
the Italian words to which the notes are wedded 
Mr. Hilliard’s “Salve, dimora,” from “ Faust,” 
was a most creditable achievement, although the 
singer’s intonation was not unimpeachably ac- 
curate in one rather trying passage of the cava« 
tina. Mr. Dietrich’s orchestra was reinforced by

A:LITTLE IN FAVOR OF BLAINE ON

Ever since the “stand and deliver” dinner 
at Delmonico’s on Wednesday night, prior ta 
which betting was at a standstill, reports of lively 
wagers in favor of Blaine have been current, 
and considerable sums have been put up, so it {fa 
said, at odds of $1,000 to $800.

In offering oddg 
on Cleveland in New-York and on Blaine on tha 
general result, those offering them have a good 
chance of winning both ways; if New-York 
should go for Blaine, he would be elected and 
only one loss could be made, Then, tuo, there ig 
another reason why the bets are favoring 
Blaine. It is the general belief up here that the 
Republicans have been making a hurrah over 
results in New-York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, 
andIndiana, and have quietly,been undermining 
their opponents in the solid South, especially in 
Louisiana and Florida, and as business is busi-« 
ness with us, we are taking the chances of offer 
ing odds on Blaine’s success which would other« 
wise not be the case.

it does not pay to devote themselves to that and 
nothing else. There are many reasons to be- 
lieve that the wheat acreage next year in the 
Northwest will show a marked decrease as com- 
pared with this. Farmers are beginning to find 
out that there are other things besides wheat that 
can be grown with profit. Many of them also 
are turning their attention to the subject ot cat- 
tle breeding. This is as it should be. There ig 
little danger of Minnesota and Dakota losing 
their present prestige as wheat producers; bug 
neither will become fully deveioped until greater 
attention is given to diversified farming.

HUNDREDS OF BLAINE’S HEELERS 
APPOINTED MARSHALS, 

HE WORST ELEMENTS OF THE PARTY BUSI- 
LY AT WORK IN SOUTH CAROLINA—AP- 
PREHENSIONS OF BLOODSHED. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 2.—United States 

Marshal Tuomey has appointed 36 Deputy Mar- 

shals for service at the polis in Charleston on 

Tuesday, and has made up an additional list of 

B61 deputies who will be commissioned to-mor- 

row for service at country precincts throughout 

the State. Only four counties in the State have 
been unprovided for, and in these four the white 
voters have an overwhelming majority. The 
feputies have all been appointed by the Mar- 
shal upon the recommendation of Repub- 
lican County Chairmen, in spite of the for- 
mal protest of the Democratic managers, whose 
request for the appointment of an equal num- 
ber of Democrats as deputies was positively re- 
fused upon the ground that the Democrats could 





take care of themselves. Marshal Tuomey de-, 


clares that hisonly desire is to preserve the 
peace, and yet the majority of his deputies are 
known to be bitter partisans and have been ap- 
pointed as Republican ralliers and not as a pro- 
tection to the peaceable voters. It is proba- 
ble that there will be a quiet election in 
allthe upper counties of the State, but in the 
lower belt of counties, where the blacks have a 
large majority, no effort will pe lost to provoke 
a conflict at the polls.

to French. Noneof the rivers were navigable 
to any distance from their mouths. Beasts of 
burden were unknown. Everything must 
be carried by the natives, and as 
much trumpery must be taken to serve 
as money, sumetimes it required a small army of 
them. Another disadvantage was that when 

rovoked they would simply drop their baggage 
in the wilderness and let the traveler get along 
as best he might. Mrs. Guinness took her hearers 
in detail over the 7.000 miles of territory explored 
by Livingstoneand Stanley, interpolated some ob- 
servations from her own experience, and closed 
with an — for renewed missionary work 
for the darkest spot of heathenism on earth.

MR. BLAINE’S NERVOUSNESS 


HE SPENDS SUNDAY IN A POLIT- 
ICAL CONFERENCE. 
DIRECTING THE LAST MOVES OF HIS CAM- 
PAIGN—HIS FRETFUL AND QUERULOUS 

MANNER SIGNIFICANT. 

Mr. Blaine’s nervousness increases as the 
campaign draws to a close. He meant to make 
his homeward route through Connecticut, stop- 
ping also in Massachusetts, but the desperate 
condition of his canvass turned him back to this 
city, and he spent yesterday in consultation with 
Chairman Joues and Messrs. Elkins and Fessen- 
den, of the National Committee. Nor was he 
in fit condition even for that business, 
and during the greater part of the day he lay on 
a lounge while his managers recounted what 
had been done and was to be done in Indiana, 
Connecticut, New-Jersey, and the South. Ac- 
knowledgment reached the committee yester- 
day, and was reported to him, of $100,000 from 
the proceeds of the money-king banquet, sent 
by messenger on Friday night .to Commissioner 
Dudley in Indiana. The details of work in New- 
Jersey and Connecticut were also carefully gone 
over at the conference, and agents with money 
and documents were sent to these States last 
night to supplement the work already done. 

Mr. Blaine had been minutely informed of 
arrangements so far as they were known, on 
Friday, but his feverish anxiety that success 
should attend these underhanded efforts led him 
to summon his Heutenants for an all-day con- 
ference, in order that nothing might be omitted 
which could occurto him up to the last mo- 
ment as likely to serve his ends. The messen- 
gers sent out last night went by order of tnat 
conference, bound for Norwich, Meriden, New- 
Haven, and Hartford, Conn., and for Newark, 
Elizabeth, New-Brunswick, and Trenton, N. J. 
Great hopes had for several weeks been built on 
New-Jersey, mainly because of the large num- 
ber of unemployed men at the places named. 


On the day of the banquet it is reported that 
the National Committee made private advances 
of $30,000, which was sent into New-Jersey in 
the expectation that the subscriptions would 
be suflicient to repay it. But as soon as the 
banquet checks camein Mr. Blaine insisted on 
their distribution among localities designated by 
him, and he grew impatient yesterday when his 
managers placed their late advances in the list 
of imperative expenses. New-Jersey, however, 
was allowed a generous emergency fund and 
Connecticut One nearly as large. In addition 
to this contribution of money, agents were hur- 
ried off to distribute through the two States 
printed sheets attempting to excuse the now 
famous utterance of the Rev. Dr. Burchard in 
regard to “Rum, Romanism, and Rebellion.” 
Thousanas of these sheets were distributed also 
in this city yesterday. 

_As to work in the South Mr. Blaine was spe- 
cially solicitous. Mr. Chaffee has that in charge. 
The sum’of $50,000 had been allowed for Vir- 
ginia. Mahone was not satisfied with that sum, 
and was prevailed upon to be content with it, 
with the understanding that one of the candi- 
dates would be sent through the Shenandoah 
Valley and southwest, leaving the northern 
neck, which lies between the Potomac and Rap- 
ae Rivers to the head of tidewater, to 

e manipulated with the boodle. This section 
has heretofore been Democratic by close major- 
ities, and money is very scarce and badly needed 
there. The hippodrome through the Valley hav- 
ing been abandoned, Mr. Chatfee and Mahone 
have had to readjust the plans for disbursement. 
Mr. Blaine, who has a fair acquaintance with 
Virginia, was anxious to be informed how they 
had done it, and was much exercised that there 
was no specific information on hand for him. 

Advices from Louisiana, North Carolina, and 
Florida also lacked completeness. Marshal 
Keogh has charge of affairs in North Carolina. 
He is not as earnest in the work as the commit- 
tee hoped he would be. In August he spent a 
week here trying to get money, which he then 
believed could be put into an effective organiza- 
tion. Chairman Jones advised him to start 
contributions in his own State, and Mr. 
Keogh replied that if the committee didn’t 
care enough for the State to put money 
into it, he certainly shouldn’t try to 
raise money among a people who lived 
on hog and hominy and whose average income 
was under $6 a year. He went home in compiete 
disgust, from which Mr. Chaffee has roused him, 
but with what practical effect the committee is 
not advised. Mr. Blaine’s hope has been that 
the old fusion movement might be revived and 
coupled with the use of money enough to re- 
verse the Democratic majority. If that can be 
done Keogh is the man to do it, as his claims to 
distinction rest on his management of the State 
Republican Committee in past years. 

Mr. Blaine’s concern and that of the commit- 
tee over the South is regarded as significant of 
important developments in that section, should 
enough Northern States vote for Gov. Cleveland 
to elect him with the 153 votes counted on from 
the South. Talk at the various headquarters 
yesterday dealt largely in the probability of a 
state of affairs which would make Southern 
votes necessary to Mr. Blaine’s election, espe- 
cially as the Democrats are _ confidentl 
claiming this State, New-Jersey, Connecti- 
cut, Indiana, and “three other Northern 
States” unnamed. This explains Mr. Blaine’s 
infinite solicitude over Mr. Chaffee’s 
doings, and his intense dissatisfaction over the 
meagre reports that have beenreceived. Yester- 
day’s conference was thus a combination of fret- 
fulness and complaint on his part and of morti- 
fication on the part of the managers, whom the 
candidate’s importunity and querulous behavior 
wearied. The conference, however, was not ai- 
together ilil-natured, and Mr. Blaine admitted 
that the committee had been faithful and dili- 
gent, and that probably Mr.Chaffee and the other 
emergency workers in the South were doing all 
that was possible. 

Gen. Butler spent yesterday at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, leaving the city last night. He 
chose a room on the first floor instead of the 
third, where he usually goes. Mr. Blaine wason 
the third floor. The two men did not meet person- 
aliy,and if they communicated by messenger they 
were very sly about it. Gen. Butler kept his 
room all day. Mr. Blaine expected last night to 
leave here this morning for Augusta, by way of 
Boston, where he will stop over for a few hours. 

At the Windsor last nighta leading Broad- 
street banker, speaking of the repeated visits of 
Mr. Chaffee to the South, said that he had been 
advised from New-Orleans that quiet but very 
effective work was going on there by Republican 
emissaries from the North, and that danger to 
Mr. Cleveland’s election was to be apprehended 
from this source. He added that at present the 
New-York banks were depleted of all one and 
two dollar bil!s, and that the scarcity was due, in 
the opinion of nimself and other bankers, to the 
shipment of this class of currency to the South- 
ern States for use on Tuesday. 


REDUCING DEBTS AND:TAXES. 








WHAT THE PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT SEEKS TO DO. 

The proposed constitutional amendment 
which is to be submitted to the voters of this 
State to-morrow includes provisions calculated 
to check the tendency to extravagant expendi- 
tures on the part of cities and counties. The 
section of the Constitution which it is proposed 
to amend is section ll,of Article VIII. As it 
now exists it is as follows: 


No county, city, town, or village shall hereafter give 
any money or property or loan its money or credit to 
or in aid of any individual, association, or corporation, 
or become, directly or indirectly, the owner of stock 
in or bonds of any association or corporation; nor 
shall any such county, city, town, or village be allowed 
to incur any indebtedness except for county, city, 
town, or village purposes. This section shall not pre- 
vent such county, city, town, or village from making 
such provision for the aid or support of its poor as 
may be authorized by law. 


It is proposed by the amendment to add the 
following to the section: / 


No county containing a city of over 100,000 inhabit- 
ants, or any such city, shall be allowed to become in- 
debted for avy purpose or in any.manner to an amount 
which, a indebtedness, shall exceed 10 
per centum of the assessed valuation of the real estate 
of such county or city subject to taxation, as it ap- 
peared by the assessment rolls of said county or city on 
the last assessment for State or county taxes prior tothe 
incurring of such indebtedness, and all indebtedness in 
excess of such limitation, except such as may now ex- 
ist, shall be absolutely void, except as herein otherwise 

rovided. Nosuch county or such city whose present 

ndebtedness exceeds 10 per centum of the assessed 
valuation of its real estate subject to taxation shall be 
allowed to become indebted in any further amount 
until such indebtedness shall be reduced within such 
limit. This section shall not be construed to prevent 
the issuing of certificates of indebtedness or reve- 
nue bonds issned in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for amounts actually contained or to be con- 
tained in the taxes forthe year when such certificates 
or revenue bonds are issued or payable out of such 
taxes. Norshull this section be construed to prevent 
the issue of bonds to provide for the supply of water, 
but the term of the bonds issued to provide for the 
supply of water shall not exceed 20 years, and 
a@ sinking fund shall be created on the issuing 
of said bonds for their redemption by raising 
annually a sum which will produce an amount 
equal to the sum of the principal and interest of said 
bonds at their maturity. The amount hereafter to be 
raised by tax for county or “a purposes, in any coun- 
ty containing a city of over 100,000 inhabitants or any 
such city of this State, in addition to providing for the 
principai and interest of existing debt, shall not in the 
aggregate exceed in any one year 2 percentum of the 
assessed valuation of the real and personal estate of 
such county or city, to be ascertained as prescribed in 
this section in respect to county or city debt.

THE BASELESS SCANDALS. 
LETTER FROLI MR. E. CARLTON SPRAGUE, 
OF BUFFALO. 
Fromthe Boston Advertiser. 

The Rev. Dr. Clarke has received a let- 
ter from the Hon. E. Carlton Sprague, of Buf- 
falo, respecting the charges of immorality 
brought against Gov. Cleveland. Mr. Sprague’s 
high character is 60 well knewn Vy many in 
this city, and he is so firm in his party alle- 
giance, that his evidence will have peculiar 
weight, and we accordingly present it in full. 

In communicating this letter, which came to 
Dr. Clarke unsolicited by him, he expresses his 
belief that the Buffalo clergymen who have been 
put forward as the authority for the charges re- 
ferred to are themselves the victims of decep- 
tion, and have been made the agents of a more 
powerful agency of defamation, which is at 
work behind them. Dr. Clarke adds that he 
learns from an Episcopal clergyman of Buf- 
falo that of 17 clergymen of that denomination 
in that city 9, and possibly 11, will vote for Gov. 
Cleveland, 4 for Mr. Blaine, and 2 will not vote. 
He also expresses the hope that all who use a 
partof Mr. Sprague’s letter will present the whole 
of it. 

The letter is as follows: 

BUFFALO, Oct. 28, 1834. 
The Rev. James Freeman Clarke, Boston, Mass.: 

My Dear Srr: My Boston friends write me 
that it has become my duty to them to express 
my views in regard to the charges which have 
been made against the private character of my 
friend and professional brother, Gov. Cleveland. 
I have come to the conclusion that they are 
right, and I therefore send you this letter for 
etn ng or not, as you may deem best. I had 

oped to keep my name out of this unhappy con- 
troversy, but Ido not think it manly or gener- 
ous to remain silent any longer. 

Our city gave Cleveland for Mayor a majority 
of 8,530 votes,and for Governor a majority of 
5,752 votes, the normal Republican majority in 
the city being about 2,000. These majorities were 
given him by our best citizens. He will receive 
this Fall a considerable vote, polled by conscien- 
tious and intelligent Republicans. hese facts 
constitute the answer to the charge of any obtru- 
siveimmorality of any description. Ido not think 
that a single proved frailty, which has been sin- 
cerely lamented, should be made the ground 
of a hostile political canvass. If, whenever 
we have anelection, an investfgation is to be in- 
stituted into every act of the private life of 
candid tes and made the basis of political ac- 
tion, charges will be manufactured against the 
most innocent men, and a canvass ignoring pub- 
lic issues, demoralizing to the — morals, 
and degrading to the national characteris the 
inevitable result. We must preserve some sense 
of the proportion of evils in these matters. I 
think this position entirely consistent with the 
utmost regard to the unutterable importance of 
temperance and other private moralities. 

These charges against Gov. Cleveland are 
obliged to be based upon certain ex parte state- 
ments and extra-judicial affidavits, evidence 
which every lawyer knows is entitled to but little 
respect, and which, after the publication of 
charges based upon it, it is impossible for a can- 
didate to contradict without being involved in 
controversies of the most odious character. If 
such statements and affidavits were made in re- 
spect to a private citizen it would be considered 
a gross wrong to scatter them abroad without 
first giving him an opportunity to be heard, and 

think that decent politics reauire that still 
greater caution should be observed in regard to 
charges against the private character of public 
men. Iaminformed that no such opportunity 
was given to Gov. Cleveland or his friends 
for denial or explanation. The first notice they 
had of these charges was in the newspapers. I 
repeat here what I have said all along during 
this canvass, that if I were prepared to vote for 
Gov. Cleveland on public grounds, [should not 
decline to do so by reason of any facts in his 
private life of whichI have any knowledge or 
satisfactory evidence. I investigated the charges 
contained inthe Buffalo Jelegraph far enough 
to be satisfied that the most important of them 
was a gross exaggeration, and, in its most strik- 
ing feature,a malignant falsehood. I did not 
think it worth while to prolong the investiga- 
tion, and I have not done so. 

Ido not write this letter because I am in favor 
of elevating the Governor to the Presidency. I 
am not. Ithink himan honest man; but Ido 
not believe in putting the national cornfield in 
charge of the crows because I believe there is an 
honest crow in the crowd. It is not true that the 
Republican Party does not stand for anything 
any longer. Itstands for many things which, 
inmy judgment, are more vital than any of 
the personal issuesas to candidates which are 
upin this canvass, when viewed in the light 
of the evidence which has been produced in 
reference to them. I am against placing any 
party in charge of the administration of this 
Government which has nota single virtue of its 
own to recommend it, and which has so lately 
manifested its devotion to all its past iniquities 
by the enthusiastic nomination of Hendricks as 
its candidate for the Vice-Presidency. The 
lottiest mission of the Republican Party is to 
establish and maintain the equal rights of hu- 
manity all over thisiand, This mission will, in 
my opinion, be retarded, no one can tell how 
long, by the influences of a Democratic Admin- 
—- completely in the power of a solid 

outh. 

My dear Dr. Clarke, whatever younger men 
may think, you and I, who have lived through 
the history of this country since the repeal of 
the Missouri compromise, know what this means. 
Let us be patient with lesser evils. A new gen- 
eration is growing up inthe South which, with 
proper encouragement, will soon dare to ac- 
knowledge its conversion to the principles of the 
party! which has been so constantly devoted to 
the national as against merely sectional welfare, 
and to the sacred cause of equal rights to all 
men. You know, too, that if the Democratic 
Party succeeds in securing the Presidency, it will 
be by stealing from our Southern “black Re- 
publicans” about 37 Electoral votes by force and 
fraud, and supplementing them by the narrow- 
est majorities in three or four Northern States. 
Are Massachusetts men, with their anti-slavery 
record of 50 years behind them, prepared to be 
partakers in this crime against Northern voters 
and human rights? 

However this may be, I think the attacks that 
have been made upon Gov. Cleveland are entire- 
ly unworthy of our party. It has hitherto tri- 
umphed by its constant devotion to the Union 
and the honor and the business interests of the 
entire country, and most of all by the use of 
the noblest of weapons—an appeal to the con- 
sciences of men in behalf of the rights of the 
poor and the oppressed. It is a shameful descent 
to revert to the weapons of persona! detraction. 

I suppose this letter will not be wholly pleas- 
ing to any one; but a cowardly silence from fear 
ot giving offense is the besetting sin of Ameri- 
can political life. I have written this letter, not 
to please anybody, least of all myself; but be- 
cause I have felt that my duty required me to 
write it.

A NOTE BROKER IN COURT. 
Edward J. Dunning, Jr.,a note broker, 
of No. 81 New-street and No. 110 East Eigh- 
teenth-street, was arraigned before Justice Pat- 
terson, yesterday, at Jefferson Market Police 
Court.

Counsel for Dunning said that there was a 
strong personal feeling on the part of Mr. Moore 
which made him take criminal proceedings 
against Mr. Dunning, who was willing to pay the 
amount due. A warrant issued against Mr. 
Dunning by Justice White onthe complaint of 
Mr. Moore had been withdrawn, and the matter 
should be regarded as a civil court case. Justice 
Patterson allowed Dunning to goin the care of 
his counsel, and the case will come up for ex- 
amination on Wednesday at 3 P. M.

DR. BURCHARD PRAYS THAT THE PEOPLE 
MAY VOTE FOR THE RIGHT MAN. 

’ “Christianity is the strength and securi- 
ty of a nation,” said the Rev. Dr. Samuel D. 
Burchard to his congregation at the Murray Hill 
Presbyterian Church yesterday. ‘* Great depend 


but when legislation becomes corrupt, when 
legislators can be bribed to carry any measure 
of private or speculative interest against the 
public weal, we are nearer the verge of political 
ruin. But it is really surprising how little the 
best legislation can effect toward making a na- 
tion happy, virtuous, or safe. Human laws are 
inherently defective. What is to insure purity 
and equity in the administration of lawif there 


be no Bible and no fear of God in the courts of 
justice? Withdraw these sentiments and there 
is no Government on the face of the earth more 
contemptible than our own. The Governments 
of Europe are powers in themselves. Our is the 
mere agent of the popular will. We have noth- 
ing to fall back upon but the public confidence. 
If that be uneducated, if the masses be ignorant 
orimmoral, the Government is unstable. Our 
destiny is in the ballot box. 

“If the Democratic Party be devoid of moral 
principle, -what is to ninder the elective fran- 
chise or the right of suffrage being the mere 
stake for which aspiring demagogues would 
play a game of intrigue, fraud, and bribery? 
Our Constitutions are admirable indeed in good 
hands. In bad, in polluted hands what are they 
but parchment andink? Power without moral 
principle is a most fearful element of destruc- 
tion. Makea man a Christian,” said Dr. Burch- 
ard, “‘and you can trust him anywhere—in the 
Capitol and amid the excitement of politics. 
Our strength lies only in public conscience. 

** Shall we,”’ continued the Pastor, “allow new- 
ly-arrived emigrants, who have no knowledge of 
the workings of our institutions, to dictate to us 
as tothe means we may use in preserving the 
life of our Government and handing it down un- 
impaired to posterity ? Shall we allow the Bible 
to be taken from our public schools lest our 
children be educated in these Christian princi- 
ples, working to personal and national prosperi- 
ty? It was underthe influence of Christianity 
that our fathers established this Government— 
the purest, the brightest, and the grandest on the 
face of the earth. What shall we do with it? 
Shall we use the widest and the best means to 
preserve and perpetuate it, or shall we deliver it 
up into the hands of the ignorant and inexperi- 
enced, and see the noble fabric reared by patri- 
otic hands fall into hopeless and irretriévable 
ruin? 

** Whatever may be said of other Governments 
of the worlé that are despotisms, ours on the con- 
trary is a republic, which cannot be sustained 
without an enlightened public conscience, and 
such a conscience cannot be secured without the 
teachings of the word of God. We don’t want 
the Government to become a propagandist of 
religion, or to identify itself witb a sect, or to 
favor any alliance of Church and State, but we 
do want it to guard these precious interests, and 
to instruct its children in those principles of 
Christian morality which are indispensable to 
its very life and being. See that pure men are 
put in places of public trust. See to-day that the 
youth of our land are educated under the intlu- 
ence of Christianity.” 

Dr. Burchard then prayed that the people 
might be directed to vote for the right man.

PANIC IN A TENEMENT HOUSE. 
TWO WOMEN INJURED IN THEIR FRANTIC 
EFFORTS TO ESCAPE, 

A panic of a few minutes’ duration oc- 


curred at 3:45 o’clock yesterday morning in Mrs. 
Mary Fitzsimmons’s four-story tenement house, 
No. 320 East Twenty-second-street, rear, and two 
women, who fell or jumped :nto the yard of No. 
819 East Twenty-first-street, were injured. The 
house was occupied by eight families, number- 
ing 86 persons, and they were roused from their 
sleep by a fire which started in the cellar. This 
was full of rubbish and wood, from the front 
house, which was being repaired, and there was 
arumor, for which no foundation could be dis- 
covered, that an ejected tenant fired the place 
out of revenge, but the more probable theory is 
thatatramp crawled in and started the flames 
by the careless use of a match. 

The flames at once seized on all that was in- 
flammable in the cellar, and cut off escape by the 
front door, so that the affrighted men, 
women, and children on the upper floors, after 
screaming at the windows, rushed up stairs to 
get on the roof. The scuttle door was closed, 
and when it was forced by a man who got on the 
top of a ladder and, putting his back against it, 
broke it open, many of the tenants were nearly 
suffocated. However, all who were waiting got 
on the roof safely. On the second floor Mrs, 
Delia Murphy, age 60, kept a boarding 
house for servant girls out of employment. 
At the time of the alarm she was there 
with five girls,and all were so panic-stricken 
that they did not attempt to escape. Mrs. 
Murphy planned to let herself down to the 
yard of No. 319 East Twenty-first-street by a 
sheet tied to her bedstead, but she was so stout 
that when she began to descend she could not 
support herself and she fell on the flags below 
and received some internal injuries. Just after 
one of the girls, Elizabeth Henneberry, jumped 
into the yard and escaped with only a few 
bruises. The fire was soon put out by the fire- 
men, and the loss was not more than $300. Mys. 
Murphy was taken to Bellevue Hospital.

SAINTS IN ADULT LITERATURE. 

In his morning sermon yesterday the 
Rev. R. Heber Newton corrected some of the 
popular impressions concerning the saints—that 
they were of altogether a different order of be- 
ing from ordinary men, and did notshare in 
human temptations, frailties, and weaknesses. 
The good boy of old-fashioned Sunday school 
literature, Mr. Newton said, of weak, dyspeptic 
stomach and precocious piety, no more like a 
modern boy than a manakin was like a man, had 
been carried into adult literature in pictures of 
the saints. Imperfect biographies in art and 
literature had given them to us as pale, passion- 
less, bloodless creatures, whom it seemed impos- 
sible for the imagination to clotne with flesh and 
life. 

Mr. Newton did not believe this to be the fault 
of the object before the camera so much as of 
the artist behind it. The saints, he pointed out, 
were not weaklings totally unfit for active af- 
fairs, but were men of flesh and blood, subject 
to severe strain of temptation and evil, and wbo 
had manfully resisted and conquered them. 
They lived such simple, forceful, holy lives that 
people living 1n their times had naturally clothed 
their deeds with fanciful legends, believing 
them to be wonder workers capable of per- 
forming miracles.

AROUND HER THROAT. 

While making his rounds on Saturday 
evening Superintendent David Avenions, of the 
Lutheran Cemetery, Queens County, noticed 
what he supposed to be a bundle of some kind 
lying on a new-made grave. On going nearer 
to investigate the Superintendent was horrified 
tosee that the bundie wasa little girl about 3 
years old lying prone upon her back witha 
linen handkerchief tied tightly about her throat 
and apparently dead. The handkerchief was 
tied so tightly that the Superintendent found 
some diificulty in undoing the hard knot, but 
when he finally dmi succeed in loosening it the 
little one began to gasp spasmodically for breath. 

The child was immediately taken to the Super- 
intendent’s house, which adjoins the cemetery, 
where restoratives were quickly applied and in a 
short time the workers were rewarded by bring- 
ing her back to life. She was in a dazed condi- 
tion at first, and so much frightened she could 
not speak. Being soothed and reassured, she at 
last told her new friends that her name was 
Lizzie Engelman, but nothing more than that 
could be gotten from her. Where she lives or 
how she got to the cemetery or whc tied the 
handkerchief around her throat is a mystery 
and likely to remain one. Cn the handker- 
chief, which was of the finest texture, were 
the initials, ‘°K. E.,” elaborately worked, and in 
one corner was the figure ‘7,’ written in in- 
delible ink. Her dress was made of expensive 
material, and around her little figure had been 
tightly wrapped a heavy black cloak, abundant- 
ly trimmed with costly fur. Her head was 
—ey done up in a heavy woolen hood. The 
child herself is a pretty little creature, with long 
fair hair and blue eyes. The police, to whom the 
case was at once reported, are trying to find the 
person or persons who committed the dastardly 
act, but so far without the slightest success. 
Engelman is a rare name in Brooklyn, there 
being only five persons of that name recorded in 
the directory.
